Flood Damage in Paris Reaches 
Unprecedented Figure — The 
Sculpture Gallery of Louvre 
Threatened 



LIGHTING FACILITIES 

FAIL FRENCH CAPITAL 



Superstitious Blame Celestial 
Visitant for All the Trouble 
—Spain and Italy Also 
Suffer 



PARIS, Jan. 27.— At one o'clock this 
morning the water n;as rising rapidly 
and reached to within a few Inches of 
the parapet of the Quay at tho Louvre. 
The flood threatened momentarily to 
inundate tho sculpture gallery where 
are kept the Venus de Milo and other 
priceless art treasures. 

The danger to tho Louvre Is in- 
creased by the presence at this point 
of a big sewer which it is feared will 
burst. A gang of masons was hur- 
riedly assembled and is working under 
high pressure in the glare of gas 
lamps building a concrete wall to keep 
out tho water. The subway station at 
Beroy collapsed early this morning, 
nearly carrying- to ruin a nearby police 
staion in which a number • of flood 
sufferers had sought refuge. Forty 
houses In tho vicinity had to be 
evacuated, storekeepers therein aban- 
doning everything. As the gas mains 
burst when the station collapsed, 
darkness added to the terror of the 
people. 

A Ray of Hope 

Late despatches from the provinces 
bring a ray of hope. Those Indicate, 
that the situation there ,has Improved 
and that the floods have at length 
reached their crest. The affluents of 
tho Seine are ercn beginning to show 
a tendency to drop. The Rhone and 
Saone rivers, however, are still rising. 
Reports of villages submerged and 
people absolutely without food are 
reaching PariH constantly. 

Saint Laurent Is flooded at Conflans 
Sur Marne, a score of houses have 
fallen In and many people are home- 
less. At Sevres the enormous govern- 
ment porcelain factory is completely 
surrounded by tho floods. 

Lack of llluminants 

With tho failure of the gas and 
electric lighting plant, Paris Is con- 
fronted with an oil famine. Scores of 
oil barges from Rouen qro tied up In 
the Seine and the great depots of dis- 
tribution In the outskirts of Paris are 
flooded. The oil refineries at Rouen 
aro endangered. Tho situation In the 
provinces Is no bettor thnn In the city 
as they aro supplied with oil from 
Paris. Reports received hero from 
Rouen say that the fields and quays 
for many miles are under water. Half 
the town of Plnisance, in the depart- 
ment of Gers, is submerged and hun- 
dreds of refugees are making their way 
to Paris. . 

Snowstorm . Abates. 

Tho snowstorm has ceased and the 
weather is moderating, but tho Seine 
is still rising and Paris Is holding Its 
breath In terror. Half the city is in 
darkness. In tho gloom galloping 
orderlies are bringing instructions 
which/ can no longer bo sent by tele- 
phone. Already the damage Is offi- 
cially estimated at $250,000,000 and 
every hour adds millions more. Tho 
catastrophe promises to exceed tho 
limits of a national disaster and be- 
come International. The death roll 
also Is growing at a frightful rate and 
when the epidemic which now appears 
Inevitable it will run Into thousands. 
Already scarlet rever has appeared 
among i no refugees at Ivry. 

Blame the Comet, 

Among the superstitious there is 
talk of the destruction of Paris as a 
result of the appearance of Halley's 
comet, but It is not unusual the world 
over to associate n visitation of this 
kind with the movements of heavenly 
bodies. 

The extent of the floods in Paris 
may bo judged by the fact that about 
half the length of the quays within 
the city aro under water which is 
pouring into the streets and thousands 
of laborers and soldiers are working 
like mad to build cement walls to buck 
up tho current. The foreign office and 



the Hotel Palais D'Orsay have been 
abandoned as tho cellars are full of 
water. 

Tho continental hotel and many 
residences in tho aristocratic quar- 
ters are rapidly being evacuated. 
There are ten feet of water in the 
subway station in front of the Gnre 
St. Lazaro and the sinking of the 
square threatens to carry down the 
adjacent buildings. 

At a conference between the officials 
of the Chamber of Commerce and M. 
Cochery, deputy minister of finance, 
it was decided to- ask Parliament to 
authorize an extension of time for 
commercial paper because of tho gen- 
eral disorganization of business. 

At five o'clock this afternoon tho 
rushing Seine touched tho keystone of 
the arch of the Pont d Alma. Tho 
backwater overflowed the Cours la 
Rolne to a depth of nearly five feet, 
flooding the basement of the magnifi- 
cent residences there. In the fashion- 
ablo avenue Pierre Charron a great 
rent extending one hundred feet en- 
gulfed a cab and several carts. 

Storms in Italy. 

ROME, Jan. 2G.— The weather has 
been stormy throughout Italy for sev- 
eral days causing considerable dam- 
age. The storm here today was es- 
pecially violent. The Tiber rose 40 
foot flooding tho country, white many 
trees and walls wore blown down, a 
number of persons being injured. Along 
tho Mediterranean coast tho damage 
is even more serious. Several boats 
were driven ashore while the steamer 
Admiral, having on board the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught, has been 
delayed two days at Naples by tho 
hurricane. In the South there have 
been serious floods and numerous 
earthquake shocks have occurred. 
Spain Fools Gale. 

SAN SEBASTIAN, SPAIN, Jan. 2G. 
—A fierce gale Is raging in this sec- 
tion. All the mountain streams aro 
greatly swollen and many houses have 
been Inundated. 

BILBAO, Jan. 2G. — A fishing boat 
has bijen wrecked off the coast. Eleven 
men were drowned. 



Russian Spy in Vienna. 

VIENNA, Jan. 2(i. — In connection with 
t lie recent charges tliut the arsenal hero 
lias been under espionage, Die Zelt an- 
nounces today that tho military authori- 
ties have obtained conclusive evidence 
Implicating Colonel Martclienko, the 
Russian military attache here, who left 
for St. Petersburg on Sunday last. The 
paper asserts that Austria commanded 
ids recall.

TORONTO. Jan. 2G.— A social event of 
Importance took placo la St. James 
Presbyterian church, Toronto, yesterday 
when Rev. Dr. Robertson united in 
marriage Miss Marlon ,B. Smith and 
William BlaJcemorei of^VIctorln, B. C. 
Tho bride is a daughter of the late J. 
B. Smith, one of the loading lumbermen 
of tills part or Canada, and founder of 
tho J. B. Smith, Company, Limited. She 
Is a nleco of Senator Jaffray.

Archbishop of York States 
That National Church Is 
Remiss in Its Efforts at 
Evangelization 



LONDON, Jan. 2G.— Speaking today at 
Kheffiold on behalf of the Colonial and 
Continental Church Society, the Arch- 
bishop of York referred to (ho position 
of tho Church of England and Canada as 
a problem which more than any other 
would test the faith and loyalty of tho 
Church during the next quarter of a 
century. It was a problem of winning 
Canada for God. which, within the next 
fifty or sixty years would be the centre 
of the British empire. If there was one 
then it would not be London but the na- 
tion of Canada and the question was 

Is this great nation to huvo religion, 
and if so what is that religion going to 
bo? , Other religious bodies wore making' 
serious and determined efforts to answer 
tills question. There was the Church 
of Home, whose energy ought to com- 
mand their admiration. That church all 
over Canada was buying sites ■ and 
building churches. After Rome, the 
Methodists were also working with won- 
derful zeal, force and faith, also tho 
Presbyterian church, but where did the 
national church come. It was a bad 
fourth, not only in numbers, but Is 
showing very few signs of force, en- 
thusiasm and vigor.

Coalition Parties Elect ■ More 
Than Half Members in New 
House— Independent Liber- 
al Majority Impossible 



ANOTHER ELECTION 

LIKELY SOON 



Short Life Predicted for Incom- 
ing Government— Promin- 
ent Politicians Express Opin- 
ions on Results to Date 



LONDON, Jan. 26. — The combined 
strength of the Liberal, Labor ' and 
Nationalist coalition has reached 345 
tonight, or more than half tho number 
of members of tho House of Commons 
A Unionist government' therefore, is 
out of the question, und tho only point 
still undecided is the exact strength of 
the coalition majority. But as an in 
dependent Liberal majority is equally 
out of the question, only a short life 
can be predicted for the incoming 
government, and, as a matter of fact, 
both the Liberal and Unionist parties 
are looking away from the present 
struggle into the not distant future 
When the conflict at tho polling booths 
will be renewed. * • 

The party organizers have already 
been Instructed to keep up unceasing 
vigilance and to be prepared for an ap- 
peal to tho country at any moment 
There is no doubt that the success of 
the Conservatives has been largely duo 
to the constant education of the agri 
cultural voters In the virtues of tariff 
reform, and this education will now be 
carried into tho northern counties and 
Scotland, In the hope of winning these 
territories at the next elections. 

The Liberals, on the other hand, will 
concentrate their attention on cducnt 
ing tho country on tho questions of 
free trade and -the limitation* of tho 
veto of the House of Lords. 

As an example of the difficulties 
facing the government at the comin 
session, apart from the House of Lords 
and the budget, It is probable that the 
labor party will Introduce its "right to 
work" bill which the government in- 
troduced last session. This might easily 
lead to the defeat of the ministry and 
to another dissolution. 

Standing of Parties 

With tho return of Premier Asquith 
and War Minister Haldano, all the 
cabinet ministers have not been re- 
elected. Only a few additional returns 
were received tonight, and the parties 
now stand: Government coalition — 
Liberals, 233; Labnrltes, 38; Nationals, 
74. Opposition — Unionists, 255. Tile 
net gains of the Unionists to date are 
98. 

The first serious suffrage disturb- 
ance during tho elections occurred in 
Premier Asqulth's constituency today 
on the declaration of the poll. Several 
attacks were made against the prime 
minister, but ho escaped under police 
protection. 

Speaking at Stourbridge last night 
Mr. Lloyd George scorned the sugges- 
tion that a compromise should be ar- 
ranged between the two parties. Ho 
ridiculed the idea that the "majority 
should bo placed In hands of thosg 
timid shrinking souls who had opposed 
the radical policy upon which tho bat 
tie had been won." 

"To thwart that policy had been the 
earliest proposal made by the beaten 
party. Mr. Balfour had declared that 
the fate of the constitution would bo 
settled now. He had declared that the 
one Issue was tho budget. He had 
never hoard of the House of Lords. 
(Laughter.) 

"Wo have gained great majorities in 
the north and west," continued th 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. "Are wo 
to consider those majorities a sign of 
failure;? Wo must continue with strong 
and unflinching policy for wo darn not 
betray the trust those millions havo 
placed in uh." 

Government's Policy. 
Mr. Winston Churchill, at Dartford, 
placed his hand on his breast and said 
that the Liberal party was not fight- 
lug for office. 

"We are fighting 'for certain groat 
principles," he declared, "which wo be- 
lieve aro identical with the vital wel- 
fare and general progress of tho coun- 
try. 'Except for the purpose of ad- 
vancing these great principles we 
should not concern ourselves about tho 
pretension of remaining In office. I do 
not -pretend that we have not had 
losses which aro to ibe regretted, but 
whatever our strength our policy will 
be the same. We aro going to march 
straight for tho enemy's batteries." 

Sir A. A. A eland Mood, tho success- 
ful Unionist candidate in the -Welling- 
ton division of Somersetshire, declared 
yesterday: "We shall too flfole to do 
what wo like with tho motley radical 
government." 

Sir (Edward Grey, at Jtexham, said 
Sir A. A. Hood was speaking in the 
spirit of a political wrecker. "The com- 
ing parliament," lie added, "will eon- 
front difficulties which will call for 
statesmanship and offer opportunities 
for political wredters, hut these last 
will not come out with credit, nor yet 
with confidence In the country." 

Respecting Mr. Balfour'" criticism o,r 
the navy, Sir Edward Clroy said if 
there was any difference between what 
the government had done and Lord 
Cawdor's programme, it was the fact 
that sixteen now ships would lie ready 
In 1012, and they would be of a finer 
and stronger type than if l ho pro- 
gramme had been adhered to. 

Lord diaries Beresford, speaking at. 
Dartford, declared that II. M. S. In- 
vincible could not fire her twelve Inch 
guns, which was a 'splendid fraud" of 
the last four years.

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H, Hawthornthwaite As- 
sumes Leadership of the 
Opposition and Defines, the 
Position of His Party 



GOVERNMENT MEMBERS 
ARE HEARD ON SPEECH 



Messrs, Hayward, Manson and 
Macgowan Tell of the Pros- 
perity of the Province- and 
Make Suggestions 



Four well delivered, practical 
speeches .vere yesterday's contribution 
to the debate upon the Speech, deliv- 
ered in succession by Mr. J. H. Haw- 
thornthwaite, Mr. VV. H. Hayward, Mr. 
William Manson (Skcena) and Mr. A. 
B. Macgowan, each of whom intro- 
duced much interesting new matter 
into his consideration of legislation — 
past, promised and to lie desired. Tile 
address of the acknowledged Socialist 
leader, who has now assumed the. 
functions of Opposition leader also, 
was particularly interesting, Inasmuch 
as Mr. Hawthornthwnie flatly contra- 
dicted a common understanding of the 
tenets of Socialism which lias been 
cited as argument asgainst the possi- 
bility of a composite Socialist Oppo- 
sition exorcising full parliamentary 
functions by reason of Socialist de- 
nial of the rights of leadership. In 
this connection Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
left no room for doubt ns to his re- 
pudiation of any such gospel, should 
it really exist. In stating his position 
In this matter, the member for Nana- 
imo denied that his party favored any 
revolutionary propaganda not restrict- 
ed to constitutional and to-be-respected 
methods of reform, while asserting 
that, having entered provincial poll- 
tics, ills party was prepared to assume 
all incidental functions and responsi- 
bilities. Tho seats now occupied in 
the House by himself and his col- 
league of Newcastle were claimed by 
virtue of parliamentary seniority and 
established practice. They would en- 
deuvor to prove .a useful factor in 
dealing with legislation in its prog- 
ress through the House — to be con- 
structive in so far as their present 
opportunities permitted— and he hoped 
that the time would come at no very 
distant day when these opportunities 
would be enlarged by the country 
placing him in the seat opposite, now 
occupied by the Premier, when, as 
always, he would still endeavor to 
exercise his abilities and opportuni- 
ties for the general advantage of the 
country and the particular benefit of 
tho workers, tho farmers, and the 
small business men, whose cause the 
Socialists especially aimed to cham- 
pion. The address of the leader mem- 
ber for Nanaimo occupied upwards of 
on hour in delivery, and wus unde- 
niably one of the host moderate and 
logical that lie has yet delivered dur- 
ing ills years of service as a legisla- 
tor—possibly due to a steadying and 
sobering Influence of recognition of 
the new responsibilities ho has lately 
assumed. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaito's Remarks. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite resumed tho 
debate upon His Honor's speech, to 
which reply had been moved, immedi- 
ately after the customary routine of 
receiving and rondii^ petitions, ex- 
pressing at the outset his gratification 
that there wore no longer in British 
Columbia disturbed Industrial condi- 
tions (hiding expression In strikes and 
lockouts. That this should be the 
happy circumstance lie could not at- 
tribute to legislation enacted by the 
gentlemen opposite, but to the cir- 
cumstance that labor had forged and 
was beginning to use a now weapon- 
knowledge of the methods of the capi- 
talistic class and how to meet these 
methods effectively". Passing quickly 
to consul. 'ration of the address, tho 
member for Nanaimo satirically re- 
proved his colleague from Newcastle 
for failing in appreciation of the bril- 
liant oratory of the member for Grand 
Forks and the Delta. He personally 
could not refrain from complimenting 
those gentlemen upon their' gifts of 
oratory. Willi practice and persever- 
ance the mover and seconder of the 
reply might hope in time to rival tho 
Attornby-General and the Premier or 
even the present member for Nelson 
and late member for Ymlr, In their 
forensic eloquence. At the same time 
he felt impelled to observe that the 
use and value of oratory had degener- 
ated in these modern times. Whereas 
in pan ages the orator employed his 
talents as at patriot and a friend of 
mankind, and while oratory had right- 
ly been regarded as a talent to be cul- 
tivated and developed; it was now 
looked upon with growing suspicion 
by the worklngmnn as tho favorite 
mask of an Iniquitous cause. "Where 
any scandal in dealing with tho rights 
of man . required concealment— where 
any act of oppression directed against 
the workers required smoothing over 
—the services of those gentlemen of ' 
the legal profession most skilled In 
oratory wore ever requisitioned and 
employed, at a price, no matter how 
unrighteous tho cause in which their 
talents were to bo exercised. Indeed, 
the development of oratory had come, 
to be rogarded as a suggestive sign 
of menial decadence, such , as was il- 
lustrated In the Britain of' today, the 
Empire having completed its' cycle of 
greatness tftad being now apparently 
tottering to its fall. Such was the 
place and status of oratory in these 
preseht times, that many — hirrtself in- 
cluded—preferred to listen to the 
plain, blunt man, no matter how fal- 
tering and crude Ills manner of speak- 
ing, who dealt however in facts, logic 
and serviceable reasoning. 

An explanation as to the position 
of the Socialists In British Columbia ' 
might not at the present Juncture be 
out of place or barren of usefulness.;

That position was obviously misun- 
derstood, nnd it might bo suggested 
that enlargement of the public mis- 
understanding in the matter was care- 
fully nurtured in many quarters. The 
Socialists were far from being advo- 
cates of anarchy or anarchistic meth- 
ods. Having come into the political 
life of the country, they aimed and 
purposed filling every function and 
position with regard to tho public wel- 
fare and, how their activities might 
best advance it. In the present House 
the Socialists claimed the place they 
occupied by senorlty and well estab- 
lished and admitted practice. As a 
result he himself now filled the chair 
of tho loader of the opposition, and 
he aimed to discharge the appertain- 
ing duties to the best of Ids skill and 
ability, hoping that the time would 
come in tho near future; when his op- 
portunities for public usefulness might 
be still further enlarged by Ills com- 
ing to tho place of the .Premier oppo- 
site. Socialism was not revolutionary 
anarchy, as its enemies endeavored to 
represent, but a system which sought 
to correct tho evils afflicting the world, 
and more particularly tho ' British ISm- 
pire, ' exclusively by constitutional 
methods. As to the presence in the 
House of Messrs, Jardlno and Brew- 
ster, he called attention to the virtual 
annihilation of the Liberal party in 
British Columbia as illustrating a 
case of party suicide, the only repre- 
sentatives of Liberalism remaining be- 
ing tho two men who more than 
others of their party in tho late Par- 
liament had followed the lead of the 
Socialists in advocacy of practical re- 
forms for the benefit of the workers. 
That they had done so was, he regard- 
ed, the sole and sufficient reason that 
they also had not been engulfed in 
the deluge that had overwhelmed their 
party. As to the charges of corrup- 
tion and Impersonation that had been 
made by the member for Newcastle, 
he did not propose to deal specifically 
with any gross abuses of the election 
laws, although it was generally well 
known that such were not wanting in 
connection with the recent campaign. 
He might even say, indeed, that con- 
ditions in this regard were but very 
little better than those prevailing in 
connection with tho last Dominion 
election in western Canada. The Gov- 
ernment had, as usual at the Initiation 
of sessions of Parliament, solemnly 
adopted a formal resolution, asserting 
tho intention of the Government to 
deal with severity with any cases of 
wrong-doing influencing the past elec- 
tions. Ho hoped that, having nothing 
to fear in tho face of its present ma- 
jority, tho administration of the day 
would, make this resolution more than 
an empty form, and win the everlast- 
ing respect *fof tho electorate by In- 
vestigating and punishing such cor- 
ruption as was well known to have 
been exercised — particularly in Fernie. 
The Decay of Liberalism. 
Reverting again to the position of 
Provincial Liberalism, the Liberals had 
come into our politics as the apostles 
of reform. They had been tried as 
such and found to bo sadly wanting. 
They had appealed to the country for 
its confidence ay reformers, and they 
had failed as such. It was now the 
turn of tho Socialists. They did not 
pose as reformers especially, but they 
would honestly strive to exercise all 
of their functions as parliamentarians 
In the public welfare. Socialism was 
growing throughout the land. While he 
regretted that the figures of the late 
election had not been placed before the 
House at its assembling, still he could 
say that the Socialist vote Had at the 
recent election shown one hundred per 
cent, increase. And It would have 
been many thousands larger had I ho 
working men been enabled to register 
as voters at their full strength. The 
population being between 300,000 and 
■100,000 in B. C, and the vole polled 
only about HO, 000. was In itself Indica- 
tion that a vast number had been de- 
prived of opportunity to exercise the 
franchise. He hoped to see the gov- 
ernment take steps in the near future 
to correct tho grave abuses of the 
Election Act; as well as to punish those 
who had In tho past been guilty of 
flagrant violations of tho provisions 
against corruption and impersonation. 
Tho member for Alberni had at tile 
last sitting of the House undertaken 
to criticize the government upon its 
record of administration. True lie hail 
done so weakly and Impotent!)', but lie 
had made the attempt. The speaker 
held that it was quite Impossible for 
any capitalistic government ever to 
exercise administrative functions in 
the true interests of tho majority of 
the people. Corruption and destruc- 
tion must ever be looked for under the 
prevailing system — destruction of tho 
fisheries industry, as instanced in tho 
present position of the salmon and tho 
developing exhaustion of tho Herring 
fisheries; exhaustion of the coal mines 
through wasteful methods of operation, 
exhaustion of the timber, which was 
oven apparent now to the capitalists 
themselves as looming in the future — 
so much so that this commission had 
been devised In an endeavor to meet 
and counteract tho danger created by 
capitalistic methods of wholesale wasto 
by a belated conservation policy. All 
prevalent exhaustion of natural re- 
sources, he held attributable to the 
waste of greed. In respect to the 
government's declared intention of 
dealing with timber leases by making 
their tenure perpetual, the Liberals 
could not very well criticize tho policy 
of tin; government, having themselves 
gone on record as advocates of the 
Identical step proposed. So far ns he 
could Judge, speaking plainly, the func- 
tions of the Forestry Commission wore 
merely to hand over the remaining 
timber properties of the people to tho 
timbermen. 

The member for Newcastle and his 
references to Karl Grey and Lord 
Strathcona were next touched upon, in 
satirical correction of Mr. Parker Wil- 
liams, As men nf boundless wealth to 
which was added the possession of 
purchasenble titles, these persons in 
high places wore naturally the reci- 
pients of the adoration usually paid by 
their puppets In parliament to such' 
monarchs of the Capitalist class. 

As good Canadians were expected to 
grovel before such most distinguished 
men, lie thought tho member for New- 
castle might w,ell retract his utter- 
ances on tbis subject. 

Railway Bill. 
The railway bill next claimed the 
member's attention. lie denied that 
the railway policy was created or In- 
itiated by the Premier, but rather the. 
Premier acted In Its presentation ns 
agent for the railway company. The 
project was that of the Canadian Nor- 
thern, and had boon made a very con- 
venient and serviceable instrument by 
tho Premier to entrench himself In 
liower. It would be time to criticize 
the railway legislation when I lie House 
should have it before them, and at the 
proper time lie promised that he nnd 
his colleague would do their humblo 
best to make it of the greatest possible 
valuo to the poople of British Colum- 
bia, especially with respect to the pro- 
tection of the rights and interests of 
tho worklngmen, the farmers nnd tho 
small business men. He greatly re- 
gretted to see that in tho arrange- 



ments tho government had virtually 
.perfected, it had not been thought no 
cessary to provide for tho proportion 
ate benefit of Vancouver Island by 
such advantages as might be secured 
by tho establishment of competitive 
(railways. Tho interests of the farmers 
of Vancouver Island appeared, indeed 
to bo completely ignored. He Was by 
no moans convinced that the Victoria 
and Barkley Sound lino was to ho made 
an Integral part of the new system 
but oven if this should prove to ho tho 
case, the lino as indicated would be 
out of touch with and no benefit to 
the principal farming areas of tho Is- 
land. Tho promised guarantees to tho 
province might* como out all right, as 
had been repeatedly promised, but past 
experience supported a negative con 
elusion. Other railway guarantees had 
in past years been made by British Co- 
lumbia to the 3. & O., the IC. & S., and 
the V. & S., with just tho same as- 
surances as now — that the projected 
railways would of u certainty pay, and 
the province In consequence would not 
be required to contribute under a 
merely formal guarantee. But ti e pro- 
vince had paid and continued to pay, 
and it was tho farmer and the small 
business man who bore a dispropor- 
tionate; share of the burden. So far as 
'he could see under present conditions, 
Vancouver Island had been banded 
over bodily to the Cv P. It. Fearing no 
competition (and the promised new 
road would not moot tho point in ques- 
tion) the C. P. R. bad slneo Its ac- 
quirement of the E. & N. Railway en- 
ormously increased the freight traffic 
charges, so that at tho present time It 
cost as much to send a box of fruit 
from Duncan to Victoria as it does to 
bring a similar box of fruit to this city 
from Los Angeles, or from Honolulu. 
At the same time the tonnage charge 
on freights between Victoria and Cum- 
berland were not one cent less than on 
goods from Liverpool for Victoria. The 
new railway policy did not meet cor- 
rection or amendment of these condi- 
tions, yet when the railway bargain 
was carried Into effect it would bo 
necessarily tho final step in railway 
building on the Island. When once this 
step had been taken the people of the 
Island could hope for no other railway 
competition than provided by tho C. N. 
B. as against the C. P. R Ho would 
have been glad to see the government 
next session come to tho House with 
legislation to bring a railway from Ed** 
nionton to northern Vancouver Island, 
and down through the Island to a ter- 
minus at this city such as Victoria had 
so long been seeking. But when once 
this present legislation was carried 
through, not even the Premier with all 
his oratory and ability, assisted by the 
Napoleon of the Party, could hope to 
Induce another railway to como in as 
urgently desired. This present railway 
policy made tho position of Vancouver 
Island with regard to railway compe- 
tition final and irrevocable. However, 
when tho legislation came before the 
House, ho would for one among the 
members do his best to improve It 
wherever possible. 

Socialists Constructive. 
It had been charged -that the past 
Opposition had been . constru ctlve. In 
so far as the Socialists formed a part 
and portion of that Opposition he de- 
nied the charge, and the many X'csolu- 
tlons standing in the names of himself 
his colleague for Newcastle, and tho 
late member for 'Grand Forks would 
attest the trufjj of rlils position. 

The actuating :causes of the dispo- 
sition of the times in the foresaking 
of the farms for the cities, with re- 
sultant congestion In tho centres of 
popula tion and untold 'suffering, were 1 
next dealt with by the Socialist lead- 
er. As lie diagnosed tho situation, the 
matter of educational facilities as di- 
rected attention by tho member for 
Newcastle had much to do with the 
Issue. The teachers in tho rural lo- 
calatlea were seldom up to the stan- 
dard of the city teachers; so soon as 
a country teacher had proven special 
aptitude for the profession, he or she 
moved to the city, attracted by su- 
perior salary inducements. And the 
farmer, loving his children as well as 
anyone and being desirous that '-they 
should have equal opportunities with 
others, moved to the city in order that 
these might be obtained. And in this 
connection he made bold to predict 
that when the site for the promised 
university should be selected, it would 
be found located not In tile consitu- 
en cy of the member for Comox, or that 
of -the member for Delta or for Cow- 
ichan, but in some city neighborhood. 

Again machine production had rob- 
bed the farm of many of Its old-time 
by-industries. The hum of tho spin- 
ning wheel was no longer heard In the 
farmhouse. Life on the farm was re- 
stricted much more to a few busy 
months than --the year gone by. And, 
without continuity of occupation, the 
farmer found little to occupy his 
time and interest. Besides, farm life 
had comparatively few allurements. 
When a farmer go*t money it was reas- 
onably certain that lie would be found 
quickly deserting the farm for the 
greater brightness of tho city, with 
its literary and entertainment facili- 
ties. It did not seem to lie within the 
powers of Capitalistic government to 
meet jthe situation thus created. As 
for the remedy that would be applied 
by Socialism, the time had not come 
to speak. 

Oriental Question. 
Witli respect to a more local mat- 
ter, .jthe mcmbor for Nanaimo directed 
attention to a case in his own district 
where the growth in the attendance 
at a public school of Chinese chil- 
dren had recently resulted In ;the with- 
drawal of all the wbi-te pupils. He 
denied that there was any advantage, 
moral or otherwise, in the forced as- 
sociation in the schools of whites nnd 
soelatlon in the schols of whites and 
Asiatics— quite the contrary. The ef- 
fect of ithe system was exceellngly 
prejudlcnl to the best .interests of the 
whites of tender years, and it was a 
duty of tho government to do all that 
was possible to avert the dangerous 
corruption of white youth made pos- 
sible at present, by ■termination of 
white and Oriental co-education In the 
public schools. This matter did not 
affect the wealthy as It did the so- 
cailcd common people, ft wns well 
enough for the well-to-do to nsseit 
as. they so often did, that the Chinese 
were needed in the land. These peo- 
ple who argued so, desired tho Chin- 
ese to perform menial tasks— as hci- 
vants in the house or in the garden. 
They did not go so far as to desire 
them to associate socially with their 
wives and daughters. The menace to 
the rising generation or imr own race 
nnd color under present conditions 
was a serious one, anu witli tho pres- 
ent satisfactory condition of provin- 
cial finances, he thought that surely 
tho government by 'the expenditure of 
n few thousand dollars in money 
check a growing and highly dangerous 
abuse. 

Another matter calling for restric- 
tive action on the government's part 
was the Ill-regulated advertisement of 
tho country, by development associa- 
tions and citizens' leagues, etc., by 
which not only were the facilities of 
tho country for settlement exagger- 
ated, but also — and directly more In- 1 



jurious — the labor market conditions. 
As a result of tho indiscreet effort* of 
these associations In various cljty cen- 
tres, many men desirous of securing 
employment were brought Into the 
country In excess of tho demand for 
their services. The government should 
in wisdom check the activities of these 
developmonit associations, so that the 
spectacle' - might bo no longer present- 
ed of men whose only offence was that 
they desired to work and could not got 
employment being arrested as va- 
grants and treated as criminals. He had 
had personal demonstra-tion of such 
conditions arising as a result of tho 
operations of the Nanaimo Citizens 
Alliance. This body had recently urg- 
ed that the Jail at Nanamlo be re- op- 
ened, presumably so that these unem- 
ployed worklngmen might be commit-' 
ted to it ns criminals. He hoped that 
If the Jail in Nanaimo was re-opened 
the first man to bo sent to it would 
be those members of the Nanaimo Cit- 
izens' Alliance and if he could help in 
'•the bringing about of tills deslrablo 
result, his assistance might be count- 
ed upon, as It would bo given with 
pleasure. Nanaimo, as everyone" knew 
had long been a Socialist stronghold. 
It was as a consequence in a largo de- 
gree, the cleanest city, and the city 
showing 'the highest moral standard 
and lowest average of criminality not 
only in British Columbia, but on tho 
Pacific Coast. If these conditions 
could not be attributed to Socialism, 
to whait should thoy be credited? If 
the Nanaimo jail were ever re-opened 
he suggested that it should be divested 
of its character and converted Into a 
temporary home and refuge for those 
men who, through capitalist system, 
were brought to want in thoir declin- 
ing years. 

Extension Disaster. 

Touching upon the terrible disaster 
of last Autumn In the Extension mines 
■the member for Nanaimo gave full 
credit to the government for its com- 
mendable action In bringing to tho 
scene the noted expert, Mr. Ash worth, 
and to that gentleman for tho fine 
quality of the service rendered by him. 
He could not speak In similar terms 
of appreciation of the course of cer- 
tain mine officials, who seemed to re- 
gard themselves us on trial, as they 
perhaps were In fact, as it was 
through their incompetency or failure 
to live up to their responsibility that 
tho loss of lives was due. In this con- 
nection and as justified by ithe dis- 
closures of the investigation in regard 
to the Extension disaster he icalled up- 
on the government to dismiss from of- 
fice :the Chief Coal Mines Inspector, 
sub-inspoctor Dick, and Mr. Shaw. 
Had thoy been loyal to their duties tho 
disaster need nover have occurred. In- 
deed there was no legitimate reason, 
why, with moderate expenditure for 
the protection of human life, the work 
of the coal miner might not be made 
as safe and as devoid of menace to 
health as any other avocation In the 
world. He hoped that the government 
would see fit to dismiss tho men 
whose neglect of their responsibilities 
had brought about the Extension mine 
disaster, that ithe government would 
devise some means to . brighten the 
lives of the farmers and thus check 
city congestion and encourage settle- 
ment and continued residence upon [the 
soil, and that the government would 
take serious action towards tho pun- 
ishment of corruption where such had 
undoubtedly occurred in connection 
with the election of November last 

The conclusion of tho Nanaimo 
members' remarks was received with 
applause from all sections of the 
Chamber, 

W. H. Hayward 

Mr. Hayward, (Con.) Cowichan. fol- 
lowing, extended the customary con- 
gratulations to mover, seconder, 
Speaker and Premier, and prefaced the 
special subjects of ids address by 
contrasting the conditions prevailing 
nt the advent to power of the present 
administration with those prevailing 
today. Ho spoke of the overdraft of 
1U02 — and the country's present credit 
balance; of the mounting debt a de- 
cade- or less ago — and the reduced debt 
of today, The sound business policy 
tha* had brought about these pleas- 
antlv changed conditions had greatly 
effected tho result of the recent elec- 
tions; the systematic development 
policy coupled with that of taxing the 
productive resources of the country. 
The continual Increase of revenue out 
of the natural resources kept pnee with 
tin reduction of direct taxation. Now 
that the government had been return- 
ed to. power so strongly entrenched in 
majority, he urged the fullest appre- 
ciation of the enormous responsibilities 
of the situation. 

Taking up the subject matter of tho 
address, lie hoped that in the fore- 
shadowed . reduction of taxation the 
Mlaittlon of rural municipalities would 
twit be overlooked. These had many 
demands upon them in the matters of 
schools, etc., and but limited revenue 
creating powers by which to meet 
those demands. In no case did tha 
rural municipalities receive revenues 
commensurate with the services that 
thoy were required to perform". Bo 
hoped that, such decreases as might 
be arranged In readjustment of taxa- 
tion would be given the municipalities 
for their, use. They should have some 
part In the revenues arising out of ex- 
ploitation of the natural resources ot 
tho country. Distribution of all theso 
taxes now went to satisfy the require- 
ments of unorganized districts, while 
in the rural municipalities It was ex- 
ceedingly difficult to finance necessities 
in schools, etc. 

Regarding the development of tha 
agricultural Industry, the member paid 
his compliments to the government for 
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Its practical accomplishments as. indi- 
cated by the mover' and the seconder 
of the reply, whllo seconding the mem- 
ber for Alberni in holding that some- 
thing might be done in the direction of 
assisting settlers in the clearing of 
bush* lands. The Socialists took great 
credit to themselves as friends of tha 
farmers, yet they always failed to re- 
fer to the fact that the greatest handi- 
cap to the farmers' success in the 
clearing of his land Is found In the 
scarcity of economical labor. It was 
this labor question more than aught 
else that kept people off the land. Th 
Premier had suggested that to assist 
newcomers in their land-clearing oper- 
ations would.be unfair, to .the oldtlmcrs 
who had done this clearing for them- 
selves and at great expense: But It 
must be remembered that those old- 
timers were able to secure labor at 
$10 to $12 per month that could now- 
only be obtained at $35 or $40. Tho 
old-timers, too, got' the cream of the 
lands; and frequently those much more 
easily cleared than the hinds available 
today. And the growing demands of 
the country for farm products made it 
urgently necessary today that all 
available agricultural lands should be 
made contributory to the necessities of 
tho people. The lot of tho farmer at 
best was not"a happy one. Hero in the 
city of Victoria recently, tho milk 
vendors had found it necessary, owing 
to the increased cost of operating their 
dairies, to increase- the price of milk 
Immediately there were protesting 
meetings of the Board of Trade and 
City Council, and the milkmen were 
Obliged 1 to reconsider their notion. 
Similar conditions did not apply In 
other industries. The coal denier could 
buy his coal for $3 a ton at the pit 
head, and sell it in Victoria at $7 or 
$7.50 nnd there were no protesting 
meetings held to compel rescinding ac- 
tion. The farmer was constantly dis- 
criminated .acainst in similar fashion. 

"I should like to ask the hon. mem- 
ber for Cowichan," Interjected Mr. .Tar- 
dine, "what kind of labor It is that 
he speaks of as having obtained for 
$10 or $12 a month?' 

Chinese, Mr. Hayward promptly re- 
sponded. No one, lie ndded, wns more 
strongly opposed than liimsclf to the 
importation of Oriental labor yet when 
it was in the country ho proposed to 
employ it as tho most economical, and 
ho was not ashamed to say he had 
employed sucli labor last summer. 
Froight Rates. 
The largely increased froight rates 
since the C. P. R. took over the K. & 
N. road next were briefly touched up- 



on, ..and tho hope expressed that the 
government mj'ght devise some means 
by 'which competitive rates -might be 
secured for the advantage of tho in- 
terested settlers and communities. 
While the-revislon of-.the statutes -had 
been decided upon,- he thought that 
the government might advantageously 
go. further and arrange for the -con- 
solidation and revision of tho munici- 
palities act and amending legis'J.tion, 
which stood very much in need of 
•such attention. No report was yet be- 
fore the house witli respect to tho 
work of the Civil Service ..commis- 
sion; but he hoped that in this con- 
nection the position of the government 
agents would not be overlooked. Some 
of these responsible officials were at 
the present time in receipt of salaries 
less than those attached to clerkships 
in the Victoria offices, while the re- 
quisite knowledge of multifarious do- 
tails certainly entitled the agent to 
very special consideration in* the fix- 
ing of salary. He also hopod that the 
government would find itself in a 
position to substantially assist tho 
anti-tuberculosis sanitarium at Tran- 
quille, which at tho present time is 
completed, but unfurnished, and unoc- 
cupied owing to financial difficulties 
in the way of further prosecution of 
the work. 

Anothor very grave, and serious 
menace to which lie wished to direct 
the attention of tho house was tho 
present policy of the Japanese in ac- 
quiring large areas of agricultural

A change will short- 
ly bo made In the ..training of owe 
company, or part of a company, of the 
Fifth regiment of Canadian Garrison 
Artillery, and the anclenjt twelyo- 
pounders sent to Work point sometime 
use will be horsed. The change is be- 
ing made by the department of militia 
notwithstanding adverse reports by 
local military men. j The government 
at Ottawa bus announced its Intention 
Of supplying 25 horses to man the bat- 
tery of alx 12 pounder field guns ad- 
ded to the moveable armament of the 
Esqiumal ; t defences. 

It ,is hoped, by the artillerymen that 
if tho :chnngo is to bo made it will be 
made at once, and not when the gar- 
rison training of the regiment Is about 
half complc-.ted. The annual drill sea- 
son, which ends with the annual cuinp 
In June, camtrionced this week, and 
the Fifth Regiment is anxious tn 
maintain Its excellent record obtained 
last year wiien .the three companies 
ranked first, second and third of the 
artillery companies of Canada. If the 
rearrangement Is postponed until the 
spring tills will mean that much of tile 
work being carried on by the artillery- 
men will go for naught. 

No. I Company which formerly 
trained with the old thirteen poun- 
ders, an obsolete weapon withdrawn 
because of the difficulty of providing 
the ammunition necessary for the old 
muzzle-loaders, will probably take bv- 
itlio the old twelve pounders which 
have been sent as substitutes. They 
are' breech-lpadjng pieces, but are 
scarcely less out of date than the ord- 
nance :tney were sent to supersede.

Mr. G. H. Barnard then asked:

NEW POWER HOUSE 



With nearly one hundred men em- 
ployed in the work of clearing the 
power house site, the route along 
which the pipe line will be laid for a 
distance of 'J, 000 feet and also the site 
for the forebay the B. C. Electric 
company is making rapid progress witii 
tho Jordan River power scheme. 

A gang of men is also engaged lo- 
cating the route along which the trans- 
mission line of about forty-two miles 
in length from the power house to the 
city will be strung. 

Tomorrow and Saturday the contract 
for tho supply of water whels, electric 
generators, switch boards, etc., will be 
let in Vancouver. This machinery and 
adjuncts are estimated to cost in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. About twenty 
five tenders for the supply of this 
material has been received. 

In a week or two the machinery for 
a saw mill will be shipped from the 
city to the Camp. This mill will havo 
a capacity of about 00.000 feet per day 
and will bo kept busy cutting tho 
largo "amount of -lumber which will bo 
required during the progress of the 
work.

The Pioneer for Whom Yates Street Was Named and 'His 
History.

. As has been pointed out in preced- 
ing articles on this subject many of 
the prominent streets of the city de- 
rived their names from well-known 
residents and property owners of the' 
early days, rates street, which ex- 
tends from Wharf street to Port street 
is no exception to this rule. Ya'tes 
called in honor of tho late James 
Yiites, a distinguished Victoria pio- 
neer of 1849, who contributed to the. 
early development of the city and aid- 
ed in shaping the public policy to the 
betterment of conditions material in- 
tellectual and political In this prov- 
ince. He was born in Linlithgow. 
Scotland, 011 the 2tst of January, 1810. 
He received his education In his na- 
tive xountry and was married thereto 
MJss Mary Powell. Early in life ho 
learned the trade of a ship carpen- 
ter and came to British Columbia hi 
181!) to superintend the building of the 
Hudson's Bay Company's ships hav- 
ing an agreement whereby he was to 
remain in charge of this work for 
three years. Ho was stationed in Vic- 
toria for eighteen months at the end 
of which time he applied for a teririi- 
jnation^of tho business arrangement 



with the company. This was granted 
and ho then opened a store of his own 
where he sold goods and bought' furs. 
He also invested in city property and 
became the owner of all of the land 
extending between Langley and Wharf 
streets. 

Recognizing and taking advantage of 
business opportunities Mr. Yates made 
money rapidly, accumulating a hand- 
some- fortune during his .sojourn in 
British Columbia. In IS55 ho was el- 
ected a member of the first legis- 
lative council of Vancouver Island to 
represent Victoria city, in 1800 he re- 
turned to Scotland taking his family 
witii him and leaving them In that 
country in order to provide his chil- 
dren with better educational advan- 
tages than could be secured In this 
province. He however returned to 
British Columbia In 1802 and remained 
here for two years settling up his af- 
fairs. In JSOI bo returned again to 
Scotland and there spent his last days 
passing away on the 13rd of Febrii- 
nry I'lOO In the eighty-first year of 
his ago. His wife) had died about a 
year previous.

GOVERNMENT PROGRAMME 
WELL FORWARD AT OUTSET 



Unusual expedition has this session 
been displayed by the several , crown 
ministers In presenting to the house 
tho various minor features of govern- 
ment legislation — for the railway bill, 
of course, takes precedence as the major 
measure of the present session — which 
pronil.se to prove of very considerable 
interest and importance touhe country. 
For the fourth working day of parlia- 
ment to Had no fewer than a dozen Im- 
portant public bills upon the orders 
leaves no ground for the most captious 
Opposition to contend that tho govern- 
ment has met the bouse without being 
prepared to go on with the country's 
busines.s,_ and constitutes a conspicuous 
example of ministerial forehandedhoss. 

Of the four measures which the attor- 
noy-goneral has thus far presented to 
the legislature, the most Important, 
perhaps, is that providing for tho. bring- 
ing Into force of the federal legislation 
in respect to the establishment and con- 
duct of juvenile courts, and enabling 
the Deutpniintrgovernorrin-council to 
provide for tho Institution of such 
courts In city municipalities In British 
Columbia, of its own Initiative and 
without reference to O.ttawa. 

Another of lion. Mr, Bowser's bills 
contemplates the amendment of , the 
Coroners' Act so as to permit of tho 
stenographic reporting of evidence and 
inquest proceedings generally, If it lie 
doomed, desirable for the economy of 
time or oilier reason, Instead of the 
present longhand recording of such pro- 
ceedings, so that the witnesses may 
sign their several depositions. 

Notaries Public. \ 

A third piece of legislation emanating 
with tho attorney-general purpose:; a 
change In the act respecting imtatlos 
public, relieving county court judges of

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LAND CLEARING. 

In his speccli on tho address Mr. 
McBridc referred to tho proposals 
that have been made for government- 
al assistance in land clearing:. This 
matter has engaged the attention of 
tho Vancouver Island Development 
League, and the Colonist has already 
expressed Itself as favorably disposed 
towards any well considered project 
calculated to carry out the object 
aimed at by /the League, namely the 
lightening of the burden upon farm- 
ers of the -cost of clearing land that 
J.s heavily timbered. We have said 
that the 'local imprpvehAehftV Idea 
might, perhiaps, be applied to land 
clearing, vl'e have always felt, how- 
ever that whatever might be done in 
this way, must be done upon broad 
lines, and that while the government 
might be justified in trying expert 
ments locally, before any definite plan 
was adopted, it would be necessary 
to devise ono that would be generally 
applicable. It has : been claimed by 
some persons .that those, who advocate 
government assistance In matters of 
this kind, have done their full duty 
when they urge the principle upon 
the njinisters and allow them to work 
out the details. The principle that 
the government ought to assist in 
making the, land of' the province 
available for farming will be admitted 
without argument. The difficulty ar 
ises when we begin to formulate plans 
for that purpose. Before anything 
•can be done a law must bo enacted 
authorizing the government to act, 
and such a law must be of general 
applicability. We suppose that no ob- 
jection :could be raised to the pas 
sage of an Act authorizing the gov- 
ernment to aid in land-clearing, tak- 
ing as security a lion upon 'the land; 
but to pass such an Act without some 
definite plan as to how It would be 
worked out would be unwise. If the 
Minister of Finance and Agriculture 
should ask tho House to assent to 
such a measure, he might reasonably 
be expected to tell the members how 
he expected to work the plan out, and 
1f any one should say that he ought 
not to ask for the authority until he 
was able to say how he proposed to 
exercise it, he could hardly object that 
such criticism was unreasonable. The 
plan, which the Development League 
has suggested, has very much to rec- 
ommend it; but without more Informa- 
tion than has yet been made public It 
hardly justifies the enactment of a 
general law on the subject, and no one 
proposes that there shall be a law ap- 
plicable only locally. 

We appreciate the very great im- 
portance of land-clearing projects and 
hope, they will'' be" very fully debated 
both in and out of the newspapers. It 
Will bo granted that the' government 
ought to aid the farmers. This duty 
has already been recognized by the 
■plan under which blasting powder Is 
furnished at cost for such purposes. 
What more can the government do? 
Can it aid tho farmer financially by 
bearing a part of the cost and giving 
him time to repay it? Obviously be- 
fore this question is answered a great 
amount or detail must be gone into. 
We do not say that the answer ought 
to be in the negative, but, speaking 
for ourselves alone, we would say that 
before we felt free to answer It in the 
affirmative, we would like to he able 
' to point out how it can be, done so 
that the best results can he attained 
tinder a law of general appii calltity 
We arc far from thinking that the 
last word lias been spoken on the ques- 
tion of land-clearing. All sorts of dif- 
ferent estimates have been given of 
the cost of clearing timbered land, and 
it is evident that the expense must 
vary greatly according to locality and 
the nature of the timber. Then there 
are various appliances for extracting 
stumps and handling the heavy logs, 
and roots. A few days ago some one 
suggested in the press that by boring 
into a stump and filling the holes with 
coal oil, covering the whole with a 
sheet iron frame so as to get a forced 
draft, the biggest stumps could be 
easily disposed of. Another p.'nn sug- 
gested Is that holes should be bored 
perpendicularly In Htumps from tho top 
a small gasoline engine being used to 
provide the necessary power, and that 
an explosive should be dropped into 
tho hole, which ought to bo bored all 
the way through the stump. It Ik 
claimed that such a method ensures 
tho lifting from the ground of a stump 
and all Its roots. Another plan pro- 
poses that the trees shall be pulled 
down, by attaching a cable to the hole 
of the tree sonie dlstanco above the 
ground, whereby a groat leverage 
would be obtained, so that the tree 
would bo pulled out by the roots. The 
fullon tree could then be sawn up, 
und tho machine which pulled It down 
could handlo tho pieces, if it *as In- 
tended to burn them, or pull them out 



of the way if it was desired to utilize 
them .commercially. DoubtlesB there 
arc other plans. TIiIb Is a branch of 
tho subject which the Department of 
Agriculturo might very advantageous- 
ly investigate. What scomn to bo need- 
ed just now la Information as to' how 
land-cloaring can bo carried on most 
efficiently and economically upon 
farms anywhere In the timbered dis- 
trict. When we have learned this, we 
will all be in a better position to de- 
cide what is the best course to adopt. 



PROVINCIALISM. 

A correspondent writes us a letter 
protesting against the spirit of pro- 
vincialism, which he thinks is mani- 
fest In this province. He says there 
are people here who would rather call 
themselves British Columbians than 
Canadians. We suppose this is true. 
Some of these, who havo lived hero a 
long time, find it difficult even yet to 
realize that they are Canadians, and 
some recent comers from the British 
Isles find it hard to admit that they 
are citizens of tho Dominion. We havo 
sometimes very amusing illustrations 
of this. Not very long ago, a man, 
whose home was originally In Eng- 
land, but who had lived In Canada 
for a number of years — ho had been 
a member of tho Winnipeg city coun- 
cil and had dwelt In Victoria for two 
or three years — complained that tho 
United States Immigration olllcer 
would not permit him to pass freely 
Into that country because he said he 
was an Englishman. The officer asked 
him If he was a Canadian, in which 
case he would have been free to enter 
the country; but he Insisted that he 
was an Englishman, and so was told 
that certain formalities had to be gone 
through and a head tax had to be 
paid. When The Colonist asked him 
why he refused to call himself a Can 
adian,' seeing that he lived in Canada 
and enjoyed all the privileges of Can 
adian citizenship, ho was quite indig- 
nant and said that he was born an 
Englishman and intended to die one 
A few days ago a clergyman of the 
Anglican Church in Winnipeg was re 
fused entrance into tho United States 
on his way to New York, to so thence 
by steamer to England. We think it 
safe to assume that he told the officer 
that he was an Englishman. Thou 
sands upon thousands of Englishmen 
havo gone to the United States and 
do not hesitate to become naturalized 
and thereafter call themselves United 
States citizens; hut the same sort' of 
people will come to Canada and re- 
fuse to call themselves Canadians, We 
think they make a mistake. As to the 
other class, the British Columbia peo 
pie who refuse to call themselves 
Canadians, they are numerically 
few that they may be disregarded 

Our correspondent thinks, we ought 
to refer to British Columbia mora as 
Southwest. Canada. The principal ob- 
jection we take to this name is that 
It would be Incorrect geographically. 
British Columbia Is emphatically 
AVestern Canada. The reason why we 
always speak of it as British Colum- 
bia Is that Eastern people have got 
themselves into the habit of referring 
to the Central Provinces as "The 
West." They .used to be the North- 
west, and that was because it entered 
someone's mind that the whole region 
west of the Great Lakes lay to the 
northwest of the Eastern Provinces. 
The most southerly town in Canada is 
AVindsor, Ont., and a line drawn north- 
west from that city In a northwesterly 
direction would pass to the north of 
Winnipeg and outside of all the settled 
region of the West. It would go in 
the direction of Dawson. Very prop- 
erly the term "Northwest" has been 
dropped in relation to the provinces 
Of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, and wo suppose In good time 
the term "West" will be transferred 
from them to British Columbia, where 
it belongs. But the Prairies having 
preempted the title "West" there re- 
mained nothing for this province but 
to use its own name. Hence we read 
arid very often hear people speak of 
the West and British Columbia. Time 
will cure this; but In the meantime 
we agree with our correspondent that 
the people of this province ought 
always to bear In mind that they are 
Canadians. 

BRITISH ELECTIONS. 

The recent estimates of the result 
of the British elections give the 
standing of parties as such that the 
combined Liberal and Labor vote will 
be from 15 to 30 greater than the Un- 
ionist vote. If we add to this the 
Nationalist vote, the Unionist party 
will be in a minority of about 100 in 
the whole House. Therefore the pos- 
sibility of a Unionist government tak- 
ing office Is remute, unless Mr. As- 
quith refuses to carry on, which we 
fancy lie wll not be likely to do. A 
Unionist government in such a House 
of . Commons could not elect a Speak- 
er; it could not pass Supply; it could 
not carry any measure in opposition 
to which the other parties would unite. 
Therefore if Mr. Asqulth should re- 
fuse to continue in offlco and Mr. Bal- 
four should bo called in, an election 
would become necessary Immediately. 
Hence we do not look for the advent 
of a Unionist ministry. If the reports 
of his more recent speeches are at all 
correct, Mr. Balfour does not antici- 
pate being asked to form a govern- 
ment. 

We hardly think anyone is able to 
appreciate" fully the gravity of the 
prolonged crisis with which the 
United Kingdom is confronted. The 
situation Is rendered especially diffi- 
cult by tho persistent demand for 
Home Rule. As wo said early in the 
campaign, a political sltuotlon is dan- 
gerous when tho balance of power 
may possibly be in the hrtods of a 
group of men who havo only one po- 
litical object. The question of Ire- 
land is a stumbling block in the, way 
of every other reform, and Is of itself 



a problem of enormous difficulty. Tho 
eighty-three Nationalists stand pre- 
pared to throw their vote In any di- 
rection, if thereby they can advanco 
the one cause which they are striving 
for. Tho elections show that at present 
there is no good ground for supposing 
that either Unionists or Conservatives 
are likely to become strong enough 
in the near future to disregard tho 
Nationalist party and proceed with the 
affairs or the country as a whole, ig- 
noring the special questions which 
affect Ireland. With ' one very largo 
section of the population standing 
for .free trado and another stand- 
ing for protection, the accidents of an 
election cannot, be taken as settling 
the policy of the country. As Mr. 
Balfour says, tho, contest now drawing 
to a close is only the beginning of a 
series of struggles. 



THE FLOODS IN FRANCE 

Prance Is suffering severely from tho 
floods in its rivers and apparently tho 
end is not yet. Tho greatest amount 
of damage Is in Paris, and unless tho 
despatches greatly exaggerate the 
situation there, a terrible disaster may 
at any time he reported. Paris lies 
in a basin about 200 feet above sea 
level, and tho rlvor Seine flows through 
It In an Irregular semi-circle. Tho river 
is frorn 300 to COO feet wide where it 
runs through the city, that is, it is 
nowhere as>wlde as James Bay at the 
Embankment and in most places Is 
little more than half as wide. Then: 
Is, therefore, not very much room for 
exceptional floods to find their way to 
the soa. The free passage of the water 
Is also Interrupted by two islands and 
no less than thirty-two bridges. Tho 
despatches say that tho sewer system 
is In danger of being destroyed. This 
is one of the greatest public works In 
the city. The great> sewers are G15 
miles long and they are so large and) 
are kept so clean that a journey 
through them by boats in some places 
and by electric cars in others Is re- 
garded as one of the most interesting 
experiences in the way of sight-seeing. 
There are elevated points within the 
city, where the people will be safe 
from any rise in the river that Is 
likely to occur, and in the suburbs arc 
elevations of several hundred feet. 
There are, therefore, places of refuge 
to which the inhabitants can resort In 
the event of the situation becoming 
very much worse; but there is great 
danger of loss of life and enormous 
destruction of property, while the suf- 
fering must already have been extreme 
in many cases. The possible destruc- 
tion of the gas plants lends a threaten- 
ing aspect to tho situation, as gas 
is very largely used in Paris for heat- 
ing and cooking purposes. Indeed tho 
outlook is for a condition: of tilings of 
an exceedingly serious nature. Tho 
nature of the situation will be in- 
tensified by the great storm which 
swept over western Europe yesterday. 
o — 

THE KAISER ' 

"Hoch der Kaiser," although he some- 
times sets nervous people wondering 
what ho Is going to do next. Wllhelm 
II was born on January 27, 1S59. He is 
therefore fil years of ago today. His 
father was Fr.eldrich III, who was also 
German Emperor and King of Prussia. 
Note he is not Emperor of Germany. 
The distinction must not be forgotten. 
There may not be very much in these 
distinctions when it comes to the 
power attached to the title; but they 
are real distinctions and have u. his- 
torical significance. Napoleon was not 
Emperor of France, but .Emperor of 
the French. Wllhelm. grandfather of 
the Kaiser, was crowned at Versailles, 
not Emperor of Germany, but as Ger- 
man Emperor. On the other hand, 
Franz-Joseph is Emperor of Austria. 
Tho Kaiser's mother was tho Crown 
Princess Victoria of England. His 
was tho Princess Victoria of 
Schlcswig - Holstein - Sonderburg- 
(Uigustenburg. He succeeded his 
father on June .15, 18SR, and has, there- 
fore, been German Emperor for nearly 
twenty-two yours. Ever since he came 
to tho throne he has been • credited 
with designs against the peace of 
the world; hut as ho has not as yet 
broken It or encouraged any one else 
do so, he has doubtless been nils- 
represented. He has now reached an 
when years have sobered his 
judgment and deepened his senso of 
responsibility. The tremendous power 
that has rested In his hands has been 
exercised with moderation, and wo see 
no reason for not joining with all Ger- 
man people everywhere in wishing film 
many happy returns of tho day.

To those who did not know, the 
burning of the old Philharmonic Hall, 
on Fort street, last week, stood for 
nothing more than the loss of one of 
the old time frame buildings of the 
city's earlier history; but to those who 
did know, the destruction of the' old 
structure meant the passing of another 
•link that bound the present to Uio 
post, the • Victoria of today with the 
Victoria of yesterday. 

Built something over forty years 
ago, when roller skating was a craze, 
tin? building stood as the largest and 
most commodious hall in tile city. Tho 
owner operated it for some time as a 
Skating rink, and many a merry after- 
noon and evening did the fathers and 
mothers— and even the grandfathers 
and grandmothers— of the present gen- 
eralion of Victorians spend under its 
spreading roof' Then came a time 
when the Mechanic's Literary Insti- 
tute, which was prospering mightily 
with many members at $10 a year 
each, purchased the building from the 
estate of the late Roderick Finlnyson, 
Esq.; and moved from their former 
building, which stood on the site of 
the present Five .Sister's Block, at th 
corner of Port and Government streets 
to the skating rink. The building was 
altered considerably to suit the Hew 
requirements. The lower part of the 
building was used as a hall, while the 
upper storey was devoted to commit- 
tee rooms, billiard rooms, and, in the 
end nearest Fort street, an excellent 
reading room containing the very re- 
' spectablo library of the institute. 

At this time Alexander "Wilson 
Charles Good, now of London, Fng. 
Mr. Roscoe, afterwards partner- of Col 
Prior, "Cantab" Williams; and others 
well known to the old time residents 
of the city, were lending members of 
the institute. The institute derived 
untold benefit from the old building. 

Later, when the affairs of. the insti 
tute became less prosperous, the hall 
passed again into the hands of the 
Finlnyson estate, and from that estate 
it wub purchased iril887 by Dr. :Milne, 
its owner at the time of its dcstrucr 
tion. Dr. Milne made many altera- 
tions in the old hall, fitting it up for a 
family theatre, and having a .full set 
of drops and jottings, made locally. 
The old building had seen many uses 
up to this time, but. except for occas- 
ional amateur theatricals put an by 
the younger folk of the day. it had 
never before looked down upon the 
masked and painted face. 

Famous Players. 
Theil one after the other came many 
of the old-time stock companies, the 
kind of roving companies of strolling 
players almost unknown in these dire 
days of trusts and. problem plays. 
-Many a' night would the warm light 
shine out from the windows of tho old 
hall while carriage after carriage roll- 
ed, up to deposit Its fare of man and 
maid. The old Redmond Company o£ 
California was the first professional 
troupe to play in the old hall. Other 
troupes came from time to time. 'Such 
. players as Arthur Forrest,, who de- 
j-j lighted the country .as "Capt. Swift," 
• Kate Da'lgleish, and Darrel Vinton and 
; Edmong Craig; Esther Lyon, w.ho was 
5 lead for Alexandre Salvinl and Barry 
; Johnston, who was lead for Mansfield 
in his salad days— all of these, and 
many more among who might be re- , 
: called Eva Devonport, did their parts; 
for the edification of Victorians in the 
old Philharmonic Hall. 

But, wait a moment! There is the! 
question of how the old building de- 
rived its name. As the old timers re- 
call it, tho building was named by the | 
people of the Mechanic's institute; 
when it belonged to that body. Tho 
institute had been in the habit of let- 
ting tlie hall for all kinds of dances, 
concerts and bazaars. In fact, as it 
was the biggest hall in the city until 
the time when its former owner be- ■ 
came involved in a dispute with the I 



Mechanics' Institute people, nnd built 
a larger hall nexFTloor to, it; .which, by 
the way, was also destroyed hint week. 
From time to time the Philharmonic 
Society of Victoria, which thrived In 
those days, gave concerts and enter- 
tainments in the hall, and it was from 
this society that tlie hall took its name 
, " ' A Famous Affair. :, 
Perhaps the most notable event ever 
conducted- by this society in tho old 
hall was the tombola it held there dur- 
ing the visit to Victoria of the Marquis 
of Lurnoahd Princess. Louise in 188(1. 
This was the society, affair of the year 
' — of several years, .'in fact — and every- 
body who was anybody in Victoria, 
was present. Of the members of the 
Philharmonic Society, Dr. John Davie, 
the late George Jay, sr.; • George Jay, 
jr., now police magistrate; and the late 
B. \V. Pearae, were among the leading 
spirits. Miss Kinsman, now the wife 
of Dr. Milne, of this city, was the only 
lady vocalist who took part In the pro- 
gramme, and she, and the gentlemen 
of tho society who assisted her, hud 
the honor of knowing that the distin- 
guished visitors had heartily enjoyed 
the entertainment. 

Then there was another occasion, on 
which the old building looked down 
aghast at a strange sight. The coun-' 
try rang with the fame of John L. 
Sullivan, "Yankee" Slllivan, as lie was 
called here, the redoubtable bruiser of 
the heavyweight division. John and 
his sparring partner, old Jake .Kllrahe,' 
another of the good old timers, by the 
way. visited Victoria one evening in 
the course of a tour they were mak- 
ing, and hired the Philharmonic Hall. 
Hero John gave evidence of his prow- 
ess. He was a splendid specimen of 
physical strength, of good height, 
immense barrel-like chest, arms like 
the arms of pictured Vikings, and a 
great deep bass voice. At this time 
Sullivan had graduated from the class 
wherein he was known as the strong 
boy of Charlestown. Mass., and had 
won fame for himself as the finest 
heavy slugger of % the world. In the 
course of the evening's entertainment 
here John invited any local talent 
which' considered itself ambitious to 
'stop up and "cross douks" with him; 
Finally a husky youth, well known in 
the city, stepped on to the platform, 
his face aglow with the honor he felt 
in thus being given a chance to bo 
pummelled by the worthy John. The 
boy had some skill of the game, but, 
of course, he was no match for the 
world champion. The pair sparred for 
a moment, and then with a light, ap- 
parently Hteamless punch, Sullivan 
knocked the young fellow down. He 
picked him up again, and assisted him 
to tho wings, then asked for the next 
comer. There ' were no more comers, 
however. 

Rang With Election Speeches. 
Among its various uses the old hall 
served as an auditorium at election 
times.' Many a warm election speech 
has been made from its old platform; 
many a rousing rally, has been held 
within its wails. Municipal, provin- 
cial, Dominion elections, all t one 
time or another, . have been declared 
in the old hall. Many good speakers, 
among them Robert Beaven, have ad- 
dressed cheering crowds from the old 
platform. Beaven spoke in the hall 
many times and a rattling good speak-, 
or he was! Then, when the election 
proper camo on, the old hall served 
again, as a polling booth, Its ^central 
location and adequate-size making it 
an admirable place for the purpose. 

When the Mechanic's institute broke 
up and the new order of things, camo 
to be, there were many valuable books 
belonging to the Institute In the rend- 
ing room of the old hall. These were, 
under dent amounting to about '$600,: 
The late James Fell and others camo 
forward and assumed ..the responsibil- 
ity for this debt, so as tojsecure the 
continued use of the books to tho 



public. Many of these, books had been 
brought from England by the cultured 
people who came In '6t and '02 and in 
succeeding years. They had been ga-- 
thorod from far and near; and among 
them were many volumes- of reference, 
of ' considerable worth.

for the health or the children attend- 
ing public schools shall he extended to 
tho rural districts, arrangements being 
made for periodical inspection by' resi- 
dent medical officers, for whom ade- 
quate supplementary remuneration will 
in; provided under the bill now presented 
to parliament. 

The bill to amend Hie Children's Pro- 
tection Act of nrlllHh Columbia im- 
proves the workability or this act in 
several respects. Incidentally a clause 
will bo included providing for the 
charging against the government of a 
fair sum perenpitu: for children com- 
mitted to tlie care of the society from 
unorganized districts, as heretofore 
such charge has ,b«jfln inudu against city 
or rural municipalities;, it Is also pro- 
posed by tin? change of tlie word "may" 
to "shall" to remove the discretionary 
power heretofore vested In magistrates 
in connection with such charge for 
maintenance, 

Deputations rtoceivod 
Another of the morning's deputations 
was divided in its representation of 
matters in connection with tlie Surtios 
dyking project, which lias been several 
times before tlie Executive. The scheme 
Is in connection witli the proposed dyk- 
ing and draining or Sumas lake, to pro- 
vide for which legislation was placed on 
the statute book in 1905, although suh- 
soquently abandoned, tlie work hulng 
thereupon undertaken by the B. C. Elec- 
tric Railway Co.. which found It too. 
costly to carry out according to its orig- 
inal intentions. A number ot the dele- 
gates yesterday desired that tlie govivn- 
ment guarantee tlie bonds to be issued 
in connection with the prosecution or 
the work to the extent of $1100,000; while 
others urged Ihat the net lie repealed 
and tho government directly undertake 
the work. The entire matter Is under 
advisement, and will he further dealt 
with at a later period. 

Still another deputation of yesterday 
was composed of Messrs. -\Y. H. Barker, 
if. O. Hell-Irving, .lames Anderson. John 
Wallace and B. C. Mess, representing 
tlie B. C. Salmon Packers' Association, 
who seek taxation reductions In behalf 
of the industry with which they are 
identified, in the form of a cutting in 
two' of the license fee of $100, and the 
abolition of this tax under which salmon 
anheries are at present assessed at so 
liucli per line— $10,000 being adopted as 
tlie assessment value of a 1 -lino can- 
nery; $15,000 for a 2-llne cannery, and 
$30,000 for a 1-line cannery. This taxa- 
tion it is asked that the government re- 
move, the enhnors claiming that the tax 
on their output of two cents per ease is 
sufficient proportional contribution t o 

revenue.

EL0QUENT ADDRESS 

BY SALVATIONIST 



"Canada In the "Making" was the 
subject of an address by Commission- 
er Coombs, commander o£ the Salva- 
tion Army forces In Canada, at the St. 
Andrews Presbyterian church last ev- 
ening. Hon. Richard McBride, the 
Fremlor, occupied the chair introduc- 
ing tho principal speaker in a graeu 



the provincial branches of the orga 
nidation, Capt. Tatlow, Arthur Crease, 
R. S. Bay, George McCundless, H 
Maynard and C. K. Redfern. , 

Premier McBrkle was called on to 
perform the duties appertaining to tho 
chairmanship by Major Morris who 
remarked in so doing that the former 
needed no introduction to Victorians or 
to anyone residing in British Columbia 
because his name was a household 
word from the Rockies to the Pacific 
Coast. (Cheers.) - 

Tribute to Army. 

"The generous and kindly invita- 
tion" extended him to preside over the 
gathering were referred to by Premier 
McBride in opening. He was sure that 
the subject chosen by Commissioner 
Coombs was one that would appeal to 
all Canadians. It was, perhaps, es- 
pecially appropriate In British Colum- 
bia in tho opening of tho new year o'f 
1810 when the people of th west had 
some reason to believe that tho future 
holds in store, expansion, development 
of resources and prosperity unprece- 
dented. He was confident that those 
in attendance were about to hear an 
address in which they would learn 
something useful. 

Of tho Salvation Army, the organi- 
zation under the uuspices of which 
the gathering was being conducted, he 
nor anyone, could say nothing but 
what was good — could only express 
themselves in praise of grand work 
(applause.) From Its highest officer 
to Its humblest adherent the Army was 
an influence for the betterment of the 
publi c welfare. The' peace, happiness 
and the welfaro of hundreds in Van- 
couver had been affected through its 
Influence. The same was the case In 
Victoria. AVherovcr there was a chance 
of doing work. for the uplifting of hu- 
manity there the Salvation Army was 
found at work and ho believes thnt tho 
claim he had heard that General Booth 
was the greatest organizer tho world 
has ever known was not an exagger- 
ation. Dleclpllno was the keynote of 
the great organization. There had 
been a period when the Salvation 
Army's methodH had been subjected to. 
considerable criticism, a time when it 
had to combat the censure of tho ; 
church and the government of the Old 
Country. But through the stress of the 
struggle it had pursued the oven ten- 
or of Its ways and had emerged glori- 
ously triumphant. (Applause.) 

While on the subject the Premier 
felt it Incumbent upon him to acknowl- 
edge, in behalf of British Columbia, 
the efforts that the Anrmy had made 
to bring: people into tho west. - For 
some time past it had been engaged 
in an Important campaign — that of se- 
curing . suitable Immigrants and of 
placing them in those places to which 
they were best suited. Through ar- 
rangements negotiated by his good 
friend Capt. Tatlow an understanding 
had been concluded which had result- 
ed in bringing scores of intelligent 
and useful newcomers within the 
boundaries of the province. 

Two iKinds of Sympathy. 

Commissioner Coombs, the speaker 
of the evening, had been with the Sal- 
vation Army for 35 years. Ho had 
been identified with the force through 
the stress and strain of its youngest 
years, and had lived to sec It reach 
its present worldwide sphere of influ- 
ence. He had come to Canada after 
serving In Australia, and having had 
charge, at a later period, of the work 
in Great Britain. "When ho joined the 
Army there had been thirteen corps, 
and now there were nine thousand. 
With these concluding remarks, Pre- 
mier McBride introduced tho com- 
missioner. 

Reverting to Premier McBrlde's ref- 
erence to the struggle of the Salvation 
Army, Commissioner Coombs, in his 
first remarks, declared that It now ear 
llcsted two kinds o( sympathy— the 
silent and tho active. Both were wel- 
come. Tho former he likened to tho 
"silent" vote, which he averred was 
having something to do with the pres- 
ent elections in Groat Britain. The 
latter lie spoke of more enthusiastic- 
ally. 

"Canada in the Making," was the 
subject on which he was to discourse, 
although, if ho were to embellish it, 
ho would bo inclined to add, "and the 
responsibilities of those -who consti- 
tuted its citizenship." Canada, ho 
said, was as large as thirty United 
Kingdoms. Eighty per cent of its 
area was west of Lake Superior. It 
possessed thirteen thousand miles of 
coast line. This, he remarked, in an 
aside, was a point which tho Cana- 
dian government might boar in mind 
when preparing its naval programme- 
If It were possible to lift the Domin- 
ion and deposit it on the United States 
and Alaska the former would be com- 
pletely blotted out and there would bo 
enough lapping over to make a com- 
fortably largo country. This gave ma- 
terial to Canadians for a reply to some 
of tho vainglorious remarks of Ameri- 
cans. Thoy were Inclined to talk 
loud and long sometimes, and ho didn't 
blame them altogether, because they 
possessed something of .which 1 they 
might well be proud; but, as Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier had said, while tho Nine- 
teenth century belonged to tho United 
States, tho Twentieth was that of Can- 
ada. (Applause.) 

"A World of Valley*." 

Dealing more particularly with Brit- 
ish Columbia, Commissioner Coombs 
declared that the West was not "a 
sea of mountains," as had boon stated 
by old time politicians, but rather "a 
world of valleys." It was the largest 
of the' provinces, equal In area to 24 
Swltzerlands. 



Citing instances illustrative of the 
growth of the West, the Commissioner 
oxplalned that the wheat elevator ca- 
pacity on the prairies had increased in 
ten yoars from 10,000,000 to 55,000,000 
bushola. In that period thero had 
been a remarkable development in tho 
amount of mail carried Into British 
Columbia. Ten years ago ono coach 
could accommodate all tho Christmas 
mail. Last year more than eight 
eocenes Ym. been employed to bring 
millions of letters, of Christmas pres- 
ents, and- the tons of Yulotide pud- 
dings from Old England to relatives 
and friends of the land bordering on 
the Pacific coast. (Laughter and ap- 
plauso.) 

What had tho country been given 
for? "To work in," was the Commis- 
sioner's reply. 

High Living. 

Ho wished, in this connection, to 
raise his voice against the high living 
that was becoming more and more the 
vogue. Tho departure from tiia por- 
ridgo pot, was tho way in which ho 
styled it. He also decried the mad 
rus!f*for pleasure that was apparent on 
overy side, but more than anything 
else , he disapproved of tho 
tendency evident for the pooplo 
to herd togethor in apartment houses 
and hotels. The departure from tho 
quiet of tho homes, he affirmed, was 
the first sign of a nation's decadence. 
It spelled race suicide, the deteriora- 
tion of physique, and the undermin- 
ing, generally, of the brawn of the 
people, . , . ■ . 

Another tendency against which ho 
wished to raise his voice was tho 
tendency to materialism. Evorywhero 
the citizens were on with tlio make, 
occupied with the everlasting race for 
the dollar. In tho frenzy of the fight 
they were forgetting those things 
which count for more. 

The circulation of Immoral litera- 
ture and stories of a filthy character 
yarns, bearing a double meaning, wore 
matters of which he felt impelled to 
speak. He had been pleased Jo note 
that In the Old Country the leading 
libraries were banding together for 
the purpose of eliminating all novels 
of a questionable character — that is, 
containing a veiled and doubtful 
meaning. And, ho said, closely asso- 
ciated with this subject was that of 
gambling. He referred directly to the 
race track bookmaker, to betting on 
baseball and other sports, nnd to the 
raising of money on tho chances of 
real estate rising in value. All these, 
and many others which ho had not tho 
time nor the inclination to mention, 
were a species of gambling against 
which he wished to rniso his voice in 
protest with all the force nt his com- 
mand. 

Of temperance, Commissioner 
Coombs had not much to say. The 
time when prohibition would bo real- 
ized was when overy Individual would 
vow that the fiery liquid would not 
find a way down his or her throat. 
And that wasn't as far off as some 
might think. To the temperance 
people ho gave a word of advice. - Ho 
odjured them not to be unroasonablo 
in their demands, nnd to bo wise and 
broadmlndod in their policy. 

Threshold of Opportunity. 

Reference was made to the inclina- 
tion thoro was in - the development of 
antagonism .between the Eastern and 
Western sections of Canada. There 
was no room for such a thing, nnd he' 
didn't think, lrr fact know, that it 
wouldn't last. The population now was 
estimated to bo 7,000;000, and he ven- 
tured the prophesy that fifteen years 
hence it would roach tho total of 
15,000,000. ^'Following that but ho 
thought that fifty years from tho pres- 
ent date it would arhount to 50,000,000. 
If this wns so, It wouldn't be long lie- 
fore Canada would 'have a dominant 
voire In the affairs of the Empire. It 
wns Cecil Rhodes who had remarked 
that "I am not sure that thoro Is a 
God; but if there is, ho is on tho nlde 
of tho British Empire." Canada now 
wns on the-^hroshold of opportunity. 
Hundreds of thousands were coming 
this year. Ho was confident that 
150,000 would sweep in from the Unit- 
ed States, and ho was In a position to 
say that oho of the greatest crowds 
in history, of tho best sort, would 
arrive from Great Britain. (Applause.) 

The meeting concluded with a vote 
of thanks to the chairman. -

Appeal in Wilson Brothers Ver- 
sus the Pacific Coal Mines 
Company Is Heard in the 
Court of Appeals 



There was a wondrous array of le- 
gal tulent in tho seats surrounding 
the long counsel table In the court of 
appeal yesterday afternoon when the 
appeal In Wilson Bros. vs. the Paciiio 
Coal Minos Co., asking Inter-pleader 
permission and the right to pay cer- 
tain moneys Into court, was taken 
up. H. F. Hoistermah, for the coal 
company; F. Peters, K. C, for Wilson 
Bros.; F. HIgglns, for Lenz & Lelaor, 
Ltd.; J. H. Lawson, for Evans, Cole- 
man & Evans, of Vancouver, and C. J. 
Prior, for E. G. Prior & Co., Ltd., 
were dome of those present. Thoro 
may be others today when the hear- 
ing is continued. 

In tills appeal or.e Twiss, a contrac- 
tor for the coal company, ordered 
goods from various wholesalers in this 
city and in Vancouver nnd, Wilson 
Bros, allege, the coal company entered 
into a contract with them, which in 
effect was a promise that the coal 
company would retain sufficient mon- 
eys in their hands belonging to Swiss 
to pay Wilson Bros.' claim for goods 
supplied Twiss. Twiss assigned to 
other 1 wholesalers the moneys payable 
to him by the coal company and the 
coal company disbursed the other mon- 
eys. Then Wilson Bros, sued the conl 
company on the alleged contract. The 
company now claims leave to inter- 
plead and bay tho balance of tho 
moneys into court. 




W, J, Taylor for the City Con- 
cludes His Argument in Va- 
silatos Versus Victoria B 
fore the Court of Appeal 



W. J. Taylor,' K. C, concluded his 
argument in the appeal in Vasalatos 
vs. tho City of Victoria yesterday af- 
ternoon, and the court of appeal re 
served Us decision. Mr. Taylor argued 
that as tho city had the power to pass 
bylaws preventing tho sale of goods 
and other articles on Sundays It could 
pass tho bylaw objected to. In other 
words, Mr. Taylor contended -that if 
tlie city had direct power to stop trad 
ing on Sunduy it could do indirectly 
what it could do directly, and that 
the making of traders to sign an 
agreement limiting the licenses to six 
days a week was merely an indirect 
enactment of that which tho council 
could enact directly. 

Mr. Justice Martin observed that 
tho bylaw discriminated against cer- 
tain persons who could carry on the 
same lino of business as those aimed 
at by- the bylaw. For example, hawk- 
ers could sell under their licenses can- 
dles, confectionery and ice cream, 
whereas tho small retail traders re- 
ferred to in tho appeal could not do 
so. 

In his reply to Mr. Taylor's argu- 
ment, Mr. HIgglns pointed out to tho 
court that a hawker is permitted by 
statuto to got a carit and pack his wares 
and erect a stall and sell candy and Ice 
cream, etc., outside a store where one 
of his, Mr. Higglns' clients, was pre- 
vented from dolnjr business on Sunduy 
by virtue of tills bylaw. 

Furthermore, Mr. Higgins argued, 
when the act provided that tho coun- 
cil could prohibit Sunday trading it 
excepted milk and the bylaw permitted 
the trader to soil non-intoxicating bev- 
erages and othor articles under his li- 
cense but prevented him from selling 
milk on Sunday which formed a part 
of many non-intoxicating beverages. 
Therefore, Mr. Higglns declared, tho 
bylaw flow in the face of the statute. 

Mr. Higglns went on to argue that 
tho council has no power to close shops 
and stop trading on Sunday except 
under tli* provisions of tho Shop Regu- 
lations Act, which provides that a pe- 
tition shall be presented to tho council 
by threo quarters of the traders in any 
given :class. No such petition had 
boon presented and therefore the act 
had not been complied with and be- 
fore It could stop Sunday trading the 
council must comply with the act. 



At BULLET TALK 



Involving the Tale of a Boy 
With a F0wling-P1e.ce but 
No Man Friday and the 
Chief's Opinion 



Some of the evidence adduced In 
tho police court yesterday morning 
was of such a nature that it made the 
feathers of tho little bird that sits 
above the door stand fairly on end. 
He hold his head on ono side and re- 
garded the chief of police wisely for 
a moment. Then he murmered: 

"I considered this a peaceful gen- 
eration, 

I had looked on war- talk merely as 
hot air. 

But this puts a now complexion 
On the face of my Inspection. 
'Tis a very serious mater, I declare. 
I had thought that I was safe In 

dear Victoria, 
That no wild-eyed huntsman ever 

' would como near. 
But, If bullets fly so thickly 
Why it makes mo feel quite sickly 
And I feel I'll have to sticlc it out 

right here." 

And according to the statement of 
Chief of Police Langley the fears of 
the little bird were well-founded. The 
chief's- statement came out in the 
course of the hearing of the charge 
against a youngster who was accused 
of discharging llrearms within the city 
limits. Counsel for tho lad, who Is 
not more than 10 years of age, raised 
tho point of whether the shooting had 
boon done above or below highwuter 
mark, lie admitted that the gun had 
been discharged in tho vicinity of 
Clover Point. The magistrate finally 
allowed the boy to go with' a warning. 

This case was only one of several 
which are pending, all of them having 
to do with the unrestricted shooting 
or attempted shooting of wildfowl 
along tho shore line within tho city 
limits. Magistrate Jay pointed out 
that this difficulty might be overcome 
by tho issuance of gun licenses. Then 
Chief Langley spoke. 

A Menace. 

Chief Langley declared that, tills 
promiscuous shooting had become not 
only a nuisance but a positive menace. 
Several instances had boon noted 
where citizens had heard bullets 
whistling past in uncomfortable prox- 
imity to their heads.. Moreover, it had 
become necessary to appoint a special 
constable for tho purpose of trying 
to check the trouble. Something 
would have to bo done at onco^r fa- 
talities might occur as bullets were 
flying around like hail stones. 
■ The general impression gained from 
the statements of tho.su who spoke to 
the question was that tho average 
hunter who thus sports himself so 
close to the heart of tho city couldn't 
hit a barn If he were locked Inside it. 
This adds to tho danger for, while It 
insures a certain degree of safety to 
the wildfowl aimed at, It venders life 
altogether too uncertain and exciting 
for Inoffensive humans who . may 
chance to be within range of the guns. 

Charles Davis, a crippled vag, who 
can move wonderfully fast when culled 
upon to do so, was up in police court 
ngnln yesterday morning, Charles had 
been given an opportunity to beat It 
and had not made good use of it. 
When his familiar visage appeared In 
the dock this morning the chances 
wero good for his sojourning forcibly 
for some time but he, promised so 
faithfully to quit the city, to pound 
the outward road and depart henco, 
that tho court decided to givo him a 
fresh chance and ho was allowed to 
go on suspended sentence.

PROVINCIAILICENSES 

Present Total Liquor Licenses {Show 
No Increase Over Those of 
Year Ago. 



On December 3f there wore in op 
oration throughout the province a to- 
tal of 3S5 liquor licenses of various 
descriptions under the jurisdiction of 
tho superintendent of provincial po- 
lice. From returns recently complied 
tho licenses are shown to bo divided 
into 293 retail, seven wholesale, twen- 
ty-nine steamer, nineteen dining car 
and thirty-seven club licenses. All 
tho above licenses had been renewed 
at the end of the year tho total num- 
ber showing practically no increase 
over the number In force at the end 

of ltios. 

The returns show that from July 
1907, when the control of licenses was 
placed under the provincial police de- 
partment, until the end of last year, 
thoro had been nine licenses cancelled, 
nineteen renemals which wore refused 
on various reasons and fifteen for 
which applications for renewal were 
not made. In tho snmo poriod > now ap- 
plications to tlie number of'110 were 
received, C3 of which wero refused and 
tho great majority, of the balance de- 
ferred while some of these applications 
wore later withdrawn. v 

In tho past two yoars twenty-seven 
applications for liquor licenses, at 
Prince Rupert were received and all

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Tho value of perfect cleanliness In 
the schoolroom Is not sutllclently 
realized by tho public. Wo hoar a 
great (leal about tho harm that dust 
may do. Many women, In their own 
homos, are very careful, not only that 
dust shall not be allowed to accumu- 
late In their rooms, but that every 
article of furniture shall be perfectly 
free rrom any sign of It. Yet In such 
cases It may bo that every member 
of tho family Is In perfect health and 
that all have been trained to exercise 
care lest dirt may be brought In from 
tho outside. 

If In such homes there is necessity 
for extreme care, how much more is 
this needed Whom children assemble 
from day to day. There is no room in 
any house that Is occupied for so 
many hours consecutively as tho 
schoolroom unless 11 may possibly bo 
the kitchen. Hut there is a great dif- 
ference between the kitchen with its 
one or two occupants and the school- 
room with thirty, forty or llfty 
children. 

There are no cleaner or tidier chil- 
dren in any city in the world, out- 
side of Holland, perhaps, than the 
pupils of Victoria's schools. Ever 
since public schools were established 
in British Columbia there has been a 
regulation enforcing personal cleanli- 
ness on the pupils and it has never 
been allowed to become a dead letter. 
Hut let the mothers be over so care- 
ful boys and girls will carry in from 
the street tho inud and dust. During 
school hours their clothes will got 
soiled, let the teacher be as carotid 
as she will. It cannot but happen 
sometimes that pupils will como to 
school who. are suffering from some 
childish complaint. The use of chalk 
adds to tho dust. When to all these 
and other reasons that will occur to 
mothers is added playgrounds, which 
in wet weather aro very muddy, it 
will be seen that the keeping of a 
schoolroom in good order is no easy 
task. In most living rooms the pieces 
of furniture are few. Every child has 
u desk In school with many resting 
places for dust. Blackboard ledges 
and walls unless frequently cleaned 
become unsanitary. In addition to 
the daily sweeping and dusting there 
ought to be frequent washing of floors 
and windows If the rooms aro to bo 
kept wholesomely clean. 

Yet In tho advertisement for a jani- 
tor for Rock Bay, a primary school 
with two rooms, the salary which Is 
offered is $12.50 a month, less than 
sixty cents a day 01- not thirty cents 
for each room. Do the trustees ex- 
pect that any woman will really do 
the work which ought to be done for 
this sum? It must be remembered 
that In addition to sweeping and dust- 
ing the rooms, kindling must be cut, 
wood or coal brought up, stoves 
cleaned and tho yard kept in order. 
I* this is the rate at which the jani- 
tors of our schools are paid, it is no 
wonder that there are frequent com- 
plaints of their work. In stich a mat- 
ter it does not pay to give an insuf- 
tlcent salary. It is not every woman 
or man who has the skill and care 
necessary to keep a building In per- 
fect order and when one Is secured 
he or she should be kept as long as 
possible. 

The effect of a nicely kept room 
upon girls and boys is a part of their 
education not to be overlooked. Be- 
sides helping to make them healthy 
and happy they insensibly acquire 
from their surroundings instincts of 
neatness and order which will last all 
their life long. Victoria parents want 
the rooms in which the children spend 
the greater part of every day to bo 
as clean as hands can make then! and 
they are willing to pay a fair price 
for good work.

Perhaps even more than the cost of 
food the prlco of shoes Is n matter of 
concern to the mother of a family of 
boys anil girls. Coats and dresses can 
be made "malst as guid the new" by 
skilful fingers. Fashion, for once, is 
kind to the women whose only riches 
are her children and hats or caps may 
be gone without. But shoes will wear 
out and must be bought whatever else 
may bo gone without. The following 
article from the New York Journal of 
Commerce will accordingly be read 
with no little apprehension, though 
with thn fervent hope that like many 
other prophecies it will prove untrue: 
"The shoe manufacturers. llhc so 
many others who produce articles of 
dally necessity, are engaged in ex- 
plaining why tho prices of their pro- 
ducts must' go up if the quality la to 
bo maintained. They have some rea- 
son on their, side. Undoubtedly the 
cost of production has advanced some- 
what. The price of raw hides is high- 
er in spite of the removal of the duty. 
This is due to the fact that (he de- 
mand lias Increased In the last year or 
two more than tho supply. The effect 
is felt In all countries. There has not 
onlv been an increase In the cost of 
making leather but a considerable In- 
crease In the demand for its use. A 
single factor that has had a rather 
sudden growth Is its use in making 
and trimming automobiles, which re- 
quire more leather than horses and 
carriages. At all events, the materials 
for shoe-making cost more than they 
did; and perhaps the progress of man- 
ufacture costs a little more. It mighL 
cost less tf tho grip of the machinery 
trust could be loosened." 

It is announced that the price of 
shoes will be advanced In Canada as 
well as in the States, and the Journal's 
word of consolation may as well be 
accepted hero: 

"If people er.t less meat on account 
of the advance In prices, they may find 
that they can use less shoo leather. 
Thev can make their old shoes last 
long'er by letting them get a bit shab- 
bier or having them mended up onco 
m Ve than usual. Higher prices In- 
evitably tend to diminish demand and 
at the same time to stimulate supply, 
and we seem now to be in a period of 
transition and adjustment In respect 
to a number of staple articles of con- 
sumption."

Is well spent. Both in the matter of 
medical inspection and in that of pro- 
viding ■ basins and towels Victoria 
seems to bo In advance of the east- 
ern city. Both are necessary fflr the 
health of the children. 

It should not only be the sport lov- 
ing residents of Victoria West who 
should subscribe to the proposed new 
athletic building. Or, perhaps, It would 
be better to say that when It comes to 
erecting a building in which the young 
men of that part of the city can en- 
joy manly, Innocent games every man 
and. woman who has their good at 
heart should be a lover of sport. If 
In every suburb of the city there was 
a live athletic association far fewer 
young men would take part in the 
amusements which are neither safe 
nor profitable. We want more boys 
on the Held and fewer on the grand- 
stands. Properly managed athletic 
clubs play an important part In tho 
preparation of young men for life In 
this new country where strong bodies 
and clear heads are so much needed. 

The' work that the. High school 
alumnae has undertaken Is a very 
laudable and important one. Former 
pupils of Victoria college and High 
school cannot show their affection for 
thel ralma mater belter than by pro- 
viding the fast growing body of stu- 
dents with a library suitable to their 
needs. No matter what other libraries 
the city contains the building in which 
the pupils assemble from day to dav 
should have books of reference and 
copies of the standard , authors In a 
room where they can be consulted at 
any moment.. To furnish some of 
these will bo a labor of love for the 
men and women who, when thev were 
pupils, must have often felt the want 
of such an aid to their studies. Mlsa 
Cann must be much gratified to see 
such an outcome of her unselfish la- 
bors in establishing a nucleus of ft 
High school library as the present 
movement. It is deserving the help 
of all who are in sympathy with the 
best interests of the youth of Vancou- 
ver Island. 

It is a good thing for Victoria that 
the active membership of this society 
should Increase. The links that bind 
the citizens together cannot be too 
strong. There are no friends we love 
as well as those of our schooldays and 
men and women are fortunate who 
can keep a place in their lives for the 
pld disinterested affection of the time 
when hearts were, full of hope and 
mxlety were unknown.

There is a feeling, too common among 
teachers, that the imparting of book 
learning is the only goal to be con- 
sidered worthy of striving after. Such 
teachers forget that men and women 
ha vie physical and spiritual as well as 
intellectual needs and that school is 
a preparation for life. The city is for- 
tunate that has for one of its principals 
a man with a big human heart as 
well as a clear, keen intellect.

BOARD OF TRADE BODY 
WAITS ON GOVERNMENT 



In an effort to secure the co-operutlon 
of the provincial government In a 
scheme of land", clearing on Vancouver 
Island a delegation from tho Vancouver 
Island Development League waited on' 
tho provincial executive yesterday 
morning and submitted a petition 
backed up by speeches. The following 
ministers were present: Hon. Richard 
McBride, Hon. W. J. Bowser, Hon. .Dr. 
H. E. Young, Hon. T. Taylor, Hon. 
Price! Ellison, and Hon. F. Carter Cot- 
ton., bThe delegation consisted of Col: 
E. Gfj Prior, H. G. Wilson, C. H. Lu- 
grhi, J. J. Shallcross, H, Kent, Q. Cold- 
well, W. J. Sutton, S. Lelser, A. -AV. Mc- 
Curdy and E. McGaffey. 

• Tho petition sought to bring the at- 
tention of the government to the urgent 
necessity for land clearing operations 
on the Island. It was pointed out that 
owing to present conditions tho settlers 
were only making partial use of their 
Inada, while Intended settlers were dis- 
couraged by the arduous work which 
confronted them. It was further point- 
ed out that when once cleared a large 
portion of the land would quickly repay 
the cost of clearing, while the prosper- 
ity of the province would bo Increased. 
The petition stated - that the E. and Nr 
railway was willing to furnish to the 
government for the use of settlers two 
complete stumping machine outfits and 
to provide, free transportation for these 
from point to point of the railway, on 
condition that the government would" 
pay tho salaries of two skilled men .ap- 
pointed by the railway In charge of each 
outtlt. It was further proposed that the 
additional lahor- required should be pro-"* 
vided by the settler himself. The gov- 
ernment was to have oxcluslve control 
of the clearing- operations. 

Col. Prior In explaining the object of 
the delegation's visit dealt briefly and 
ably with •tbe. .object of.. the . scheme, 
showing tho advantages which would 
follow its fulfillment. Ho was followed 
by W. J. Sutton, after M-hom J. J. Shall- 
cross made an extended argument and 
replied to a number of questions put to 
him by tho members of the executive. 
Subsequently C. II. Lugrln, S. Lelser and 
A. W. McCurdy also spoko, while Mr. 
Shallcross added further information to 
his original statements. 

Premier McBride 'in; reply, stated that 
the executive would take up and con- 
sider the matter.

lands throughout the Island — Indeed 
throughout British Columbia. An- 
other such serious situation promised 
to result In this country as Los An- 
geles had been brought face to face 
with..

Nood of Domestics. 
The position of womrnkind in Brit- 
ish Columbia today was not all that It 
might well be. Tho statistics of. tho 
hospitals showed that ithe patients 
were chiefly of the female sex, and the 
overwork 'conditions prevailing among 
the women of the land were apparent 
to anyone who took tho trouble 
to oven superficially investigate. Tho 
Socialists had very much to say as to 
the working man; they wore strangely 
silent, however, as to the overworked 
women who constantly wear them- 
selves out in the performance of their 
household duties. Tho scarcity of do- 
mestic servants as largely to be

vice might be facilitated. If reason- 
ably cheap domestic servants could bo 
got here in this province an immense 
load would bo lifted from our women- 
folk, ns It should certainly be. He did 
not look with liny especial 'favor upon 
the extension of the franchise to wo- 
men — In such an extension women, in 
gaining her rights would undoubtedly 
sacrlflco her moro valuable privil- 
eges — but in the absence of such fran- 
chise opportunities, tho men of the 
country should show, that they were 
ready to recognize tho disadvantages 
under which our women are 
placed- . today,---i and do- - their 
best to correct them. (Applause.) 

William Manson; 

Mr.. Manson Conservative), Skeena, 
complimented tho Speaker on ills' re- 
election,. and to the mover and second- 
er of the address upon the eloquence 
they had displayed. 'One member hud 
made the statement that eloquence wns 
often a word to befog wisdom, and lie 
.was .'never moro convinced of . that 
than "when the member for Nan'almo 
took nls scat. That gentleman was 
quite mistaken in saying that any 
members were uneasy, because of tho 
presence of the Socialists. None of 
them feared fair criticism. Never had 
there been groater- prosperity in the 
province than at present. Prosperity 
did not moan altogether that everyone 
shared it; but ho believed that In this 
instance the worklngmcn shared with 
tho employer in the general progress 
of the province, and that the govern- 
ment had safeguarded their interosts 
by seeing to it that in different con- 
tracts the workingmen received fair 
'treatment. The financial condition 
of the country was good. There was 
plenty of 'money In the treasury, but 
he did not think it wise policy to allow 
it to remain there: The financial pol- 
icy of .tho government* ; had enabled 
them to embark on a constructive 
railway policy that should bo of great 
benefit to the whole province. He' did 
not believe that all speakers should 
pat the government on the back. They 
should criticise when necessary. He 
himself found the land act defective, 
because it- allowed a great deal of 
good agricultural land. In. his district 
to be held under timber licenses. Tho 
difficulty, ..perhaps, arose, .out of the 
fact that limits were alienated before 
the land was surveyed.. He thouglit.it 
would be . a good thing .. to .. reserve 
everything until a survey . bad been 
made. He noted tho intention of the 
government to extend timber licenses. 
It might be a good thing, but the gov- 
ernment should go cautiously. They 
'should take time to have the land 
surveyed, and before licenses wero re- 
newed should withdraw from them 
laud needed for agricultural settle- 
ment. 

Turning to the needs, of his own 
district, Mr. Manson said that a vast 
area' of land containing great mineral 
and timber and agricultural lands 
could be found within it, and he in- 
stanced the mining activity on Queen 
Charlotte Islands and along the Port 
land canal. Along the Skeena vast 
areas of agricultural land were being 
occupied by settlers, and to give them 
roads and other conveniences would 
demand In the near future a very largo 
expenditure. The Premier in his 'fight 
for Better Terms, had said that a vast 
sum of money would be required for 
opening up Northern British Columbia, 
and the minister • of public works 
would alsJ think so when ho present- 
ed his estimates for the district, lira 
few days' time. Speaking of Prince 
Rupert, he thought that government 
assistance to that city had been fully 
justified. A large sum had been real- 
ized by the sale of the town lots; tho 
city now had & population of 4,000, 
and from its position as the terminus 
of a great transcontinental railway 
would rival Vancouver in importance. 
If the provinco needed a sito for i 
university, they could not find a bet 
ter one than at Hay's circle, Prince 
Rupert. He jocularly remarked that 
the failure of the Opposition to or- 
ganize so far was due possibly to 
their deference to the Manson party. 
He would assure them, however, that 
the Mansons were not likely to form a 
party in opposition to a government 
that bad treated them so well. 

Mr. Macgowan. 
' Mr. Macgowan opened with the usunl 
congratulations gracefully expressed, 
and, touching lightly upon the verdict 
of the late elections denied that It could 
be attributed to the country, having 
been stampeded by the Premier with 
his railway policy; tho Premier, he 
maintained, would or could have swept 
the country in any event upon Lis re- 
cord of good government. As to the 
railway and the forthcoming legisla- 
tion in connection therewith, he felt 
sure that the arrangement when laid 
before the House would be found to 
contain all requisite safeguards in" the 
public Interest, especially with regard 
to tho great essential of assured com- 
petition in rates. It was a sign of the 
wonderful movement of the times that 
the westernmost province of Canada 
would so soon have three great rail- 
ways reaching to its farthest shores — 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific, and the Canadian 
Northern — which latter would, he felt 
confident, be completed In advance of 
its more northorly rival. As to - the 
cost, all knew the immense cost of 
the Canadian Pacific. 'The cost of tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific, would also be 
Infinitely more to the public than that 
of tho C. N. R. — although the people 
were not likely to know much about 
the subject of G. T. P. cost so long 
as the Liberals remained in power. 
(Laughter.) He had an eloquent tri- 
bute to the success achieved by the 
government In rising to the unprece- 
dented demands upon it In educational 
matters, and maintained that, although 
the per capita expenditure on educa- 
tion in' British Columbia Is the largest 
in the world, still this was money well 
spent. The splendid financial position 
of tho country today made further ex-, 
tensions and enlargement of education- 
al facilities possible, and be congratu- 
lated the government upon its decision 
to appoint an Independent commission 
to select the best possible site for the 
promised university. Of course in his 
opinion their would lie no difficulty in 
disposing of this moot point; the gov- 
ernment might indeed have easily gone 
one stop further at tho outset and lo- 
cated tho university at Vancouver. 
Still, as wise and observant men would 
be selected to form the commission 
their could be no question ns to their 
selection. (Laughter). Wherever the 
University might be located, the peo- 
ple bf Vancouver would he found do- 
ing their very best to build up its com- 
plete success and make the university 
a credit to Brjtish Columbia, and se- 
cond to none In. the world. (Applause.)

in thorough accord with tho best prac- 
tlco of tho times in both public and 
private largo industrial life; as also 
was the course adopted by the gov- 
ernment to secure the conservation of 
the timber wealth of tho province. Ho 
hoped that, coincidently with the lat- 
ter matter, the government would give 
early and serious, consideration to the 
equally important matter of improv- 
ing the administration and providing 
for the conservation of water rights 
in British Columbia. The history of 
tho United States in the shackling by 
the Trusts of the Immense water 
powers of tho neighbor republic con- 
tained a lesson that might well be 
given most serious attention by thoso 
entrusted with the administration of 
tho affairs of tho province. The im- 
mense importance and value of water 
power was illustrated with cogent sta- 
tistical quotations, and the Vnncouver 
member urged that there should be 
Immediate development and utilization 
of alienated water powers or -else the 
records therefor should be promptly 
cancelled and the water power again 
revert to the country. 

The necessity of dower for married 
women was another question that well 
deserved consideration by the House. 
He was not himself a suffragette. 
(Laughter). But the treatment ac- 
corded women sometimes induced him 
to favor the - extension of the fran- 
chise to woman so that she might 
protect her own rights in the event of 
man falling to recognize, and champion 
them. At the present time in this pro- 
vinco, no matter how loyally a wife 
might co-operate with and assist her 
husband In the making of success, she 
had by virtue of her wifehood no vest- 
ed interest in the landed estate of her 
husband. She might make and main- 
tain tho homo, but she had.no rights 
in that home. A man might Will away 
all his property, leaving his wife at 
his death utterly destitute. Of course 
did he die Intestate, she could get hor 
third, but he maintained that she 
should neither he dependent upon this 
fact nor upon the husband's optional, 
ability to provide for her by will! "The 1 
argument bad been advanced that the 
extension- of the right of dower to 
married women would act as a hind- 
rance in realty speculation. Surely the 
wife could sign all documents In a 
transaction, as was required in tho 
United States. But in any event it 
were better, in his opinion, to handi- 
cap realty speculation than to deprive 
the married woman or her right of- 
dower. 

In closing, the member for Vancou- 
ver thought: that the country need an- 
ticipate no danger from the great pre- 
ponderance of Conservative strength In 
the .House. The Conservatives recog- 
nized their responsibilities, and.' would 
live up to Mie glorious examples and 
traditions ol the Party.; as nntion- 
bliilders In Canada'. '(Applause'.)

Chinese Lost Stock of Illicit 
Drug When the Holt Liner 
Was at Seattle Through Ac- 
tion of Customs Men 



NINGCHOW TAKES 

LARGE CARGO OUT 



Antilochus Arrives at Outer 
Wharf to Discharge Cargo 
From the United Kingdom 
for This Port 



There is sorrow in the foc'sle of the 
big Blue Funnel liner Antilochus 
whicn reached the outer wharf yes- 
terday to discharge about a thousand 
tons of hardware, groceries and gen- 
eral merchandise from Liverpool and 
other porta for Victoria consignees. 
When the big freighter was at Seattle, 
where she called after landing her Ta- 
coma cargo, the customs officers went 
on board and located ■, opium worth 
about a thousand dollars In the pos- 
session of the crew. This consisted 
of forty tins of five taels worth of 
opium In each. No attempt had been 
made to land the drug, and the steam- 
ers officers were unaware that It was 
hidden on board. Some Chinese 
tobacco amounting to 75 pounds 
and silk worth $200 wan also seized 
by the United States customs officers 
at Seattle. The opium was found at 
the bottom of a case containing can- 
ned fruit and the tobacco in a barrel 
underneath a covering of crackers. The 
goods, amongst which the ca.se and 
barrel were found, were in charge of 
the No. 1 and were under customs 
seal from Tacoma. The statement 
made in an evening paper- that tho 
drug was intended for a Victoria 
Chinese merchant and was to have 
been delivered at Victoria is em- 
phatically denied by tho officers of 
tlie steamer, it is certain that- since 
the importation of opium has been for- 
bidden none has been manifested as 
cargo. 

No Duty Levied. 

Advices were received by the Anti- 
lochus from Seattle that the attempt 
on the part of the customs officers 
there to levy duty on the models of 
the Holt liners Cy clops and Titan sent 
for exhibition purposes In connection 
with the Seattle exposition has fail- 
ed. The treasury department at Wash- 
ington has rendered a decision on the 
appeal against the assessment of cus- 
toms duty on the two models of steam- 
ships belonging to the Blue Funnel 
lino which were brought to Seattle for 
the purpose of exhibit at the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific exposition. The models 
represented the steamships Cyclops 
and Titan, built on the mastless twin 
derrick system and were held by the 
Seattle customs authorities not to 
come within the section relating to the 
free admission of exact models of 
steamships for exhibition purposes as 
the models at issue were constructed 
In half sections only, the reflection of 
a mirror making the model appear 
whole. Tho department decided that 
the models were not dutiable. 

The steamer Ning Chow of the Blue 
Funnel line sailed from the outer 
wharf yesterday morning with a heavy 
cargo valued at over $700,000. The 
Holt liner embarked -10 Chinese and 
shipped some additional canned sal- 
nr<on Were. The cargo of the Nine) 
Chow was a large one, about 10..000 
tons, and included lumber, flour, can- 
ned salmon, salt herring, whale oil, 
ma chlnery. 

The Teueer will bo. the next of the 
Blue Funnel liners to come to Vic- 
toria. S'he was scheduled to leave 
Hongkong today for this port by way 
of Kobe and Yokohama.

"Taking a general view over the un- 
eventful history of the past 12 months 
It is probable that all interested in 
shipping will feel that, having pass- 
ed through times of tho utmost stress, 
one can witli some confidence state 
that the worst is over.

The steamer Tees did not find any- 
thing to indicate a solution of tho 
mystery of tho dorejict Susie M. Plum- 
mer, according to a message received 
by wireless from the west coust steam- 
er yesterday. Tho stripped deck was 
awash, masts, boats, deckhouses, 
everything was gone; nothing was 
there to show what had become of tho 
missing sallormen. If they left any 
message before they passed into the 
unknown the sweeping seas have car- 
ried It away with the dcckload, houses 
nnd all elHe that stood on the wave- 
scourbd deck. Only the broken hulk, 
afloat only because Of the buoyancy 
of the cargo, was left— and it could 
tell no tale. That Capt. Hanson and 
thji ten men with him have perished 
Is the general belief. They, were prob- 
ably swept overboard, or swamped in 
the boats. 

i The Tees reported that she was un- 
able to tow the wreck owing to heavy 
weather Soon after the coasting 
steamer of the C.P.R. located the Susie 
M. Plummer eight miles southwest of 
Cape Cook on Tuesday afternoon the 
weather freshened, and a strong breeze 
Is prevailing. Tho United States llfo 
.sieving tug, which was sent from Neah 
bay when the report of tho Tees was 
made, Is shelterod at Quatslno and will 
go out to endeavor to put a line on the 
Plummer ns soon as the weather 
abates. It is improbable though that 
the wreck will be towed south. It is 
more likely that she will be beached 
at the nearest suitable harbor,

bought in the United States by a syn- 
dicate of Russians, Germans nnd Chi- 
nese, was left to be wrecked by the 
winter ice which piles up on the shores 
of the Okhotsch sea, owing to a mu- 
tiny of a colony of 100 Chinese sent 
by the syndicate to begin the devel- 
opment of valuable oil fields found on 
Saghalien. The- steamer Pronto, a 
Norwegian vessel which took the ma- 
chinery from Kobe, had a narrow es- 
cape from being caught ashore by 
the Ice. 

News of the adventure of the Nor- 
wcigian steamer and the oil-seekers 
was brought by the Aymeric. It seems 
that some Russian and German pros- 
pectors found valuable oil llelds at a 
place called Tehaiwe, in northern 
Saghalien, and they Induced a Chi- 
nese oil company, linanced to a great 
extent by Chinese in Canada and the 
United States, to work the fields. The 
Pronto was chartered, and took 100 
Chinese and half a dozen Russians 
and Germans to discover a suitable 
harbor as a base. A good haven was 
selected. It was n sort of lagoon, 
ubout three-quarters of a ship's 
length wide at tho mouth, but miles 
wide Inside and bordered by a sandy 
beach. The only drawback was a bar, 
sufficient at low water for a ship 
drawing 13 feet, but for a vessel draw- 
ing 17 feet at high water. Soundings 
were made and the experts were sat- 
isfied that they had found a good har- 
bor. The expedition was landed and 
plies of provisions and supplies for 
building camps, wharves, etc., landed 
on tho beach. It was understood that 
the party was to build a wharf whero 
machinery for the oil wells would bo 
discharged. 

Left Late. 

The Pronto then proceeded to Kobe 
to await the machinery. It was de- 
layed and about the beginning ol No- 
vember the Norwegian tramp left 
Kobe for Saghalien. Tho officials of 
the company who accompanied • tho 
machinery, a complete plant for tho 
working of oil valued at $150,000, 
offered o. reward to the steamer's crew 
for safe delivery. . It was therefore 
galling to the Norwegians to find the 
sea breaking too heavy at tho bar to 
attempt an entrance at the' new found 
har,bor of Tehaiwe. After several 
chilly days hanging off the bar tho 
directors of the oil company on board 
offered to double the bonus If the ma- 
chinery was put ashore before the 
ice came. 

The Norwegian skipper attempted an 
entrance. Tho Pronto caught on tho 
bar. where she bumped heavily" for 
half an hour. Afterward, though, she 
slid off and made the harbor. No 
wharf was to be seen, though. The 
camp was there but In a choatic state. 
The Europeans nnd Chinese had 
quarreled and the Chinese bad mu- 
tinied. An attempt had boon made 
to build a. pier, but it had been swept 
away, and then the mutiny camp, the 
Chinese building a camp off by them- 
selves and tho Europeans built log- 
houses seven miles away. The Chi- 
nese were encamped In tents. They 
were preparing to attack- the Euro- 
peans when the Pronto arrived. , 

When the steamer came the Chinese 
refused to assist in the 'unloading. 
They wouldn't do anything unless the 
directors promised that they be taken 
away on the steamer. There was con- 
siderable clamor and jostling and It 
seemed for a time as though there 
would be a light following the throw- 
ing of the effects brought on the 
Pronto by the Chinese from tho steam- 
er. Finally, Mr. Wong, a Chinese edu 
oated In the United Stntes, one of tit 
directors, struck a bargain with the 
100 Chinese that they would be taken 
homo if they assisted In discharging 
the steamer. They went to work with 
a will then. The Pronto had brought 
three large lighters from Japan and 
cargo was loaded into these and towed 
ashore by a motor launch. This; con- 
tinually broke down, however, 'and it 
was evident that unless much better 
progress wa made the steamer would 
be locked in by ice. In former voy- 
ages to Okhotnch the steamer, 'had 
been beached for discharging, and It 
was decided to beach her. The bal- 
last tanks were filled and poles sot In 
to keep her from going too far, and 
sho was made fast, about 200 yards 
from tho watermark at high water, 
where the cargo was unloaded on soft 
snndy soil. With the exception of 
four or five heavy pieces which could 
not he lifted with the Prento's gear 
all the valuable machinery was left 
on the bench, and the natives say that 
with tho coming of winter It will be 
wrecked. Tho ice walls up in tho 
Okhotach sea and when spring comes 
the oil company will have little of 
their machinery loft. 

The Pronto was on tho bench when 
a hurricane came which threw her 
over on hor beam ends and swept her 
further inshore. For five days she 
lay, while kedgo anchors were worked 
In an effort to extricate her, with but 
five feet of writer about the hull. Be- 
fore the steamer left one of the light- 
ers loaded with pipes was swept on 
the beach and submerged with sand. 
The sand was .also sweeping over the 
cases of machinery before, the vessel 
left, and It was expected that it would 
bo nil lost. Eleven men were left at 
the camn and these will probably win- 
ter at Alexandrevsk, the nearest town, 
six or eight days' travel distant.

Sir Frederick Borden, minister of 
militia and defence, passes the blame 
for the failure to improve the Esqui" 
malt station and defences, In part, up- 
on the Imperial government. As 
was stated in these columns 
on Tuesday, his attention was called 
in parliament to the remarks of Sir 
William White, the eminent naval 
architect, in the London Times, re- 
garding conditions at Esquimau, 
which were severely criticised in the 
article. Sir Frederick Borden pro- 
pared the following statement regard- 
ing the reference , to Esquimau and 
Halifax naval yards: 

With reference to the. matter of the 
Halifax and Esquimau naval yards 
referred to by the hon. the leader of 
the Opposition yesterday, and with 
particular reference to the observa 
tions of Sir William White, published 
in tho London Times of November 19, 
last regarding the condition of these 
naval yards, the reply, so far as the 
department of militia and defence Is 
concerned, is as follows: 

Whatever action has been taken 
with regard to tho armament and 
works at Esquimau, lias been taken 
with the full cognizance and concur- 
rence of the Imperial war office and 
in furtherance of their policy at the 
time the fortress wus taken over. , 

With respect to the information 
which Sir William White stated that 
he had received that the naval base at 
Halifax was in a similar condition to 
that at Esqulmalt, tho only remark 
which can be made is that the fortress 
ut Halifax is believed to be in at least 
as efficient a condition at the present 
moment, both as regards armament 
and works, as it was when taken over 
from the Imperial authorities. 

So far as the department of marine 
and fisheries is concerned, the follow- 
ing information has been received 
from that department: 

With regard to Esqulmalt, the naval 
yard at that station is still under the 
Imperial authorities. The machinery 
is lying idle, but well looked after. The 
same is to be said .'is regards tho 
buildings. The station has, however, 
beon reduced to two gun vessels and 
one survey ship.. 

With regard to Halifax, the machin- 
ery In the workshops is looked after, 
though the parts are not assembled for 
working. 

Regarding the purchase by Canada, 
of war vessels from the British admir- 
alty, Mr. Foster asked in parliament: 

1. What orders In council have been 
passed authorizing the purchase of 
war vessels from the British admiralty 
at what dates, and for what vessels. 

2. What vessels have been contract- 
ed for or purchased, ut what datc-s and 
prices? 

3. On tho authority of what appro- 
priation by parliament have tho ne- 
gotiations, orders, and contracts been 
made ? 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied: 

1. One order in council was passel 
dated the 22nd November, 1901), au- 
thorizing the purchase of a vessel of 
tho Apollo type, for protection of fish- 
eries on the Pacific Coast. 

2. Negotiations are proceeding for 
the purchase of such a vessel, subject 
to the approval of parliament. 

3. The vessel purchased as stated in 
No. I was so purchased under the fish- 
eries rroteetion vote, in which $250,- 
000 was provided for a new fisheries 
protection vessel In British Columbia.

The climate of Vancouver Island approximates closely 
that of Great Britain, modified by its geographical situation! 
The proximity of the snow-capped Olympian mountains has 
a marked effect on the summer temperature, which is never 
intensely hot, while the Japan current,' striking the \yest 
coast, brings with it moisture and heat, which temper the 
severity of the winter. The remarkable advantages Yic- 
toria enjoys over all other coast points, the small amount of 
rainfall and moderate temperature, are strikingly illustrated 
in the meteorological returns for the years 1907, 1908, and 
1909. The influence of the Japan current, and other 
factors combine to produce a result which is per- 
haps best shown by the fact that the isothermal lines 
showing highest temperature in summer and lowest temper- 
ature in the winter, intersect at Victoria, thus demonstrating 
that it enjoys the double advantage of both the ideal sum- 
mer and ideal winter temperature. The following - is a con- 
densation of the returns in question :

T. P. O'Connor's Opinion. 
T. P. O'Connor, president of tho 
United Irish League of Great Britain, 
speaking of the next parliament and 
the policy and influence of the Na- 
tionalists today, said: "It is absurd to 
contend that the Liberal ministry can- 
not hold office with a considerable 
majority, because a portion of that ma- 
jority must be Nationalist.

They took the position that it was not 
for them, but for the men on the spot 
to choose the party's policies, and they 
had confidence in the judgment and 
patriotism of the Irish party as well 
as the leadership of John Redmond. 
It wus from such men only that lie re- 
ceived or would have accepted tho 
large sum which he was able to raise 
during his recent visit to the United 
States.

MISFORTUNES OF 

W'RAY OAST4.E CONTINUE 

Was in Trouble After Being Cast Off 
by the Lome — Anchor Dragged 
After Being Lot Go. 

The British snip Wrny Castle is be- 
ing followed by misfortune still. When 
Hearing- her lauding wharf ut. Tacoma 



on Tuesday night in tow of tho tug 
Lorne she was taken to tho anchorage 
grounds in the vicinity of tho Nelson- 
Johanson mljl. Dropping', her anchor, 
tho signal was given for the Lome to 
cast off. , This was done and then' it 
was found that the anchor had failed 
to hold and the ship was being carried 
by the wind , toward the Nelson- 
Johanson dock. Owiiv to the law 
which Imposes a lino of $500 for n 
British tug picking up a" u'lStrvMsed 
6h!p : In American waters, tho Lorne 
was unable to pass hor a line, and she 
drifted slowly, toward the Nelson- 
Jahonson wharf. 

To those who witnessed her progress 
from, launches and the tug, it appeared 
that the vessel would undoubtedly 
bring up on tho beach. She drifted be- 
tween the ■ two'. dolphins. at the Nolsoii- 
Johanson dock, broke a boom of lost 
moored thoro and within 50 feet o£ the 
beach came to a standstill, her drag- 
ging anchor finally catching. A call 
was put in at the headquarters of the 
Tacoma Tug & Bargo company for as- 
sistance and the ship ' towed to ' safe 
anchorage, 

To begin with, tho Wray Castle at- 
tracted considerable attention by mak- 
ing one of the slowest passages of the 
season from Glasgow to Vancouver. 
She was 1S2 days on the voyage and 
somo anxiety had been expressed for 
her safety before she was finally re- 
ported. After arriving at Vancouver 
some mlsundcrstandliiK arose over the 
exact number of tons In hor cargo of 
sewer pipe and hor unloading was de- 
layed for several days before tho dis- 
pute was settled. 

Tho next event which attracted at- 
tention to the Wray -Castle was the 
loss of two men early in December. 
The second mate nnd a seaman wore 
returning aboard tho ship one night, 
both Intoxicated, when they slipped 
from the plank and fell into the bay. 
Capt. Phillips lowered himself over the 
side of tho ship and succeeded In- res- 
cuing one of the men, who died two 
hours later before medical attention 
could reach him. Tho body of the sec- 
ond mate, however, was not recovered 
but Monday, as tho Wray Castle was 
preparing to leave Vancouver, it was 
found floating in tho harbor.

Ho had received a bid of $1,100 for 
tho Francis Cutting, the American 
fishing schooner, which under the 'com- 
mand of Capt. Johnson, of Seattle, 
sailed out of the Sound City for the 
last time on May 2, 1308, and within 
a few hours was confiscated by Capt.

At a previous 
miction sale sho was sold for $-1,500, 
but tho buyers failed to carry out tho 
purchaso and lost their deposit of 10 
per cent.
